NATIONS ARE EMBROILED 


Killing of Italians in Mississippi 
Likely to Cause International 
Complications, 


GOVERNMENT OF ITALY 
MAKES INVESTIGATION 


Reports Establish What Is Consid- 
ered a Rather Serious Condi- 
tion of Affairs — The Gov- 

ernor of Mississippi May 
Take Action. 


Washington, July 17.—The Italian gov- 
ernment has taken cognizance of a re- 
cent affray at Erwin, Miss., in which it is 
claimed two Italians were lynched and a 
third seriously wounded. The facts have 
been communicated to the foreign office 
at Rome and the embassy here has made 
representations to the state department. 
At the same time the Italian authorities 
are pursuing an investigation of their 
own through their consul at New Orleans 
and their consular agent at Vicksburg, 
Miss., which is not far from the scene of 
the alleged trouble. 

Thus far the reports received from 
these officials establish two essential 
points in what is considered a rather 
serious condition of affairs: 


1. It is reported positively that the 


Italians 
not through any 
affray. 

2. The Italian authorities nearest to the 
scene of the trouble have established to 
their satisfaction that the persons killed 
are Italian subjects in the full sense, not 
having taken out naturalization papers. 

Thus far the case is in a state of in- 
quiry, both on the part of the state de- 
partment and the Italian authorities, but 
there is every indication that the facts 
will constitute an international incident 
similar to that with Italy growing out 
of the killing of Italians in Louisiana. 

The first report of the trouble at Erwin 
came in a brief press dispatch four or 
five days ago. At that time the Italian 
embassy knew nothing of the affair. The 
next day another unofficial dispatch cast 
doubt upon the report and indicated that 
there had been no such Killing. In the 
meantime, however, the Italian consular 
officer at New Orleans and -Micksburg 
made telegraphic reports and these have 
been followed by several additional re- 
ports as fast as facts could be ascertain- 
ed. The Italian charge d'affaires, Mr. 
Carignani, took prompt action in advising 
his government and.in laying the matter 
before the state department. The de- 
partment has rendered every assistance 
possible, although this has again dis- 
closed the difficulties of action in such 
matters occuring within the jurisdiction 
of a state. The governor of Mississippi, 
it is reported, will proceed in person to 
Erwin to investigate the matter.

SMITH GOES IN FOR REFORM 


Radical Changes in Regard to Second 
Class Mail Matter. 


_——_—— 


MANY ABUSES ARE ALLEGED 


And It Is Claimed That the Govern- 
ment Has Been Losing 
Millions. 


Washington, July 17.—Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith today signed three orders 
amending in important particulars three 
postal regulations affecting second-class 
mail matter. The changes will effect 
sweeping and radical reforms in the de- 
partment practices and methods of treat- 
ing this class of matter. 

The first order amends. section 276, 
which is the general definition, so as to 
exclude from the second-class publica: 
tions which have the characteristics of 
books. This amendment is in_ these 
words: 

“Periodicals, publications hereinafter 
referred to, held not to include those 
having the characteristics of books, but 
only such as consist of current news or 
miscellaneous literary matter or both, 
not excluding advertising, and conform 
to the statutory characteristics of sec- 
ond-class matter.”’ 

Gift Enterprise Schemes. 

The second order amends section 281 In 
several particulars, the principal one be- 
ing the publications, the subscriptions to 
which are not founded on their value as 
news or literary journals, and which by 
the general use of premiums or other 
considerations in the form of chances to 
win prizes, etc., to induce subscriptions, 
in effect circulate at apparently a nomf- 
nal rate, will be excluded from the sec- 
ond-class. The essential paragraph of 
this is as follows: 

“The subscription price must be shown 
by the publication, and when it appears 
from the contents or from the extrinsic 
inducement offered in combination with it 
that the circulation of the publication is 
not founded on its value as a news or 
literary journal, and that subscriptions 
are not made because of such value, but 
because its offers of merchandise or other 
consideration result, in effect, in its clir- 
culation at apparently a nominal rate, 
such publication does not come within 
the requirements of the law for accept- 
ance as second-class matter.’’ 


Return of Unsold Copies. 


Thé third order amends section 301 so 
that unsold copies of second-class pub- 
lications may not be returned at the 
pound rate to news agents or to pub 
lishers. 

An explanatory statement given out at 
the department regarding the order says: 

“The action of. Postmaster General 
Smith is regarded as highly important. It 
is evidence of the purpose of the depart- 
ment to. administer the law as it Is strict- 
ly and properly and_e that 
wherever found will be eradicated. Loose 
andindifferentinterpretation heretofore is 


‘responsible for the loss of many millions 


to the government. It is belleved that 
when the effect of the changes are thor- 
oughly established many postal tmprove- 
ments will follow and 1 cent letter post- 
age will be made possible.” 


ALDERMEN BRING THEIR SUIT. 


Were Arrested and Brought to Coun- 
cil in Order To Make a Quorum. 
Lexington, Ky., July 17.—(Special.)— 

Suits aggregating $20,000 or for $5,000 each 
were filed today by Alderman Evans 
Veach and Robert McCorkle, Councilman 
Percy Scott and Will Warren on the 
grounds of false arrest. The sults were 
against 8S. B. Lowrey, president of the 
Lexington board of aldermen and séveral 
arresting officers of the local police force. 
Lowrey ordered the arrest of the mem- 
ber on the occasion of their leaving the 
councilmanic rooms on July 2, in order to 
break a quorum and prevent the election 
of a democrat to the office of back tax 
collector. The men were found on the 
street and taken in charge by the of- 
ficers. They cdaim that there was no 
just reason for their agrest and that they 
were treated with indignity by being com- 
pelled to walk through the streets in 
charge of policemen. 


STORY OF ASSAULT UNTRUE. 


Miss Davis and Escort Withdraw 
Charges Against Negroes. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 17.—The prelim- 
inary hearing of Frank Holland and 
Thomas Robertson, the negroes charged 
with assault on Vernon Newton and Miss 
Grace Davis on the night of July 10th, 
was begun this morning. Newton and 
Miss Davis testified that t story they 
told of the alleged assault™ was untrue; 
that the negroes did not drag away and 
outrage the young woman, but did strike 
Newton. 

Last Friday night a mob of 2,000 made 
a demonstration before the county jail, 
threatening to lynch Holland and Robert- 
son. The ‘hearing was not concluded to- 
day. 


TWO KILLED AND MANY HURT. 


Trains Crash Together Head on in 
Missouri. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 17.—In a head- 
end collision between a northbound St. 
Joseph and Grand Island passenger train 
and a Santa Fe local freight near Gower, 
Mo., today Engineer F. Becker, of the 
Santa Fe, and Express Messenger W. A. 
Floyd, of the St. Joseph and Grand Is- 
land train, were killed and fourteen oth- 
ers hurt, none seriously. 

The freight train had orders to wait 
for the passenger at Frasier, Mo., two 
miles from the scene of the wreck, but 
neglected to do so. 


ASSAULTED BY MASKED MEN. 


Brutal Treatment May Cost Mrs. 
Hodge Her Life. 

Portage, Wis., July 17.—Mrs. Fred 
Hodge, a farmer's wife, residing near 
Oxford, was assaulted by two masked 
men whiie returning from the field. It 
is feared she will die. The enraged farm- 
ers have formed bands and are scouring 
the surrounding country for the assail- 
ants.

RUSSIA I$ READY TO GRAB 


Alleged She Will Seize Chinese Port 
of Nu Chwang. 


REACHING FOR MANCHURIA 
Some of the Powers Want Province 


Disposed of by Envoys at 
Pekin. 


Washington, July 17.—It is understood 
to be the desire of some of the great 
powers that the disposition of Manchuria 
should go before the ministers at Pekin 
and be finally determined by a joint 
agreement among the powers. Although 
no definite step has been taken in that 
direction it is being discussed by foreign 
representatives stationed here, who fully 
expect that the plan will be adopted. Rus- 
sia, it is expected, will be reluctant to 
agree to it. Attention has been directed 
to the matter by reports that Rusisia 
fhad fesumed direct negotiations with 
China concerning Manchurta, and also 
by yesterday’s cablegram stating that a 
Russian proclamation was about to issue 
establishing Nu Chwang as a Russian 
port, 

Open to the World. 

As to the report that Russia will pro- 
claim Nu Chwang to be a Russian port, 
it is pointed out in official diplomatic 
quarters that Nu Chwang isa treaty port 
and as such is open to the commerce of 
the world, under the existing tariff reg- 
ulations with China, and foreign mer- 
chants have the right to trade and con- 
duct establishments there. These rights 
of trade could not be divested, in the 
opinion of diplomatic officials, by a T’us- 
sian proclamation, unless the powers had 
previously given assent. Thus far there 
has been no request from Russia or 
China for any change in the status of 
Nu Chwang as one of the treaty ports. 

In a spirit which has aroused the keen- 
est admiration of fhe state department 
the Japanese government has met the 
difficulty growing out of the preference 
of her request for an increase of her in- 
demnity owing to depreciation in selling 
price of Japanese bonds by witHdrawing 
that request. The resTfit is a substantial 
loss to Japan. 
$23,000,000. This figure was more mod- 
erate than: any of the powers wh‘ch 
played any prominent part in the Chi- 
nese campaign, and represented the 
barest expense of the undertaking. It 
was fixed upon the idea that payment 
was to M4 made in cash by China, 


Japan Was Not Stubborn. 


Confronted with the bond payment, the 
Japanese government asked that her al- 
lotment be increased to $27,000,000 in 
bonds to make good the loss she wou:d 
suffer through the sale of the bonds. As 
soon as some of the other nations found 
that the allotment, as originally fixed, 
was in danger of being disturbed, they 
eame in with increased demands, end 
thus it is that Japan, finding that insist- 
ence upon her demand would blockade 
the negotiations at this phase, has with- 
drawn her request for the present ct 
least. It is safe to assume that the 
United States government will do what 
it can to secure compensation for Japan 
in some other way in the future. 

(Mr. HRockhill, our special commissioner 
at Pekin, has been instructed to give 
the assent of the United States to the 
proposition to increase the Chinese cis- 
toms dues in order to provide means for 
the payment of the international indem- 
nity. Our government is still oppesed 
to this project, and the instruction is sent 
only in deference to the universal wish 
for a speedy conclusion of the negotia- 
tions at Pekin. It is learned that the 
hitch in these negotiations, the most 
baffling that as yet has occurred, is due 
entirely to the issue raised as to the in- 
crease of customs. 


ENGLAND IS NHORT ON RAIN. 


Crops Are Turning Up and Sun- 
strokes Are Frequent. 
London, July 17.—Although Scotland and 
Ireland have recently, enjoyed local thun- 
derstorms, there is no prospect of rain 
in the middle and southern parts of Eng- 
land, and a steady increase of heat 
for several days to come is predicted. 
There is general complaint from thé coun- 
try that the sun is burning up the crops. 
The sunshine is everywhere greatly in ex- 
cess of the average, the temperature is 
above the mean and the rainfall is far 

short of the average. 

London is a great sufferer from the heat 
as the city has not been rain washed 
in weeks. Suntrokes, apoplexy and heat 
prostrations are frequent and the hos- 
pitals are busy. The live stock market 
is unusually crowded, as owing to the 
failyre of pastures farmers are forced to 
sell their cattle. 


EELIGIOUS RIOTS IN SPAIN. 


Catbolits and Free Thinkers in Bat- 
tle at Saragossa. 

Saragcssa, Spain, July 17.—General 
Cavero, a carlist, was killed and nearly 
fifty other persons were wounded in en- 
counters today between Catholics ard 
Free Thinkers in Saragossa. The offi- 
ces of The Noticlero, a Catholic news- 
paper, were wrecked. 

The fighting began outside the Church 
of St. Philip, where a jubilee celebration 
was being held. Shots were fired by anti!- 
Catholics. Subsequently the Catholics 
marched through the streets, armed with 
revolvers and knives, further violence rea- 
sulting. 

The authorities cenfined themselves to 
exhorting the people to be calm. 


To Advance Price of Lumber. 

St. Louis, July 17.—A slight advance In 
high grade lumber {is what the Southern 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Association de- 
cided to make at its session today at the 
Southern hotel. The advance does not 
affect the cheaper grades of lumber. As 
the association includes about al] the big 
mills operating in the Mississippi valley, 
the prices set today will prevgil through- 
out the district. 


FATRFAX INN IS IN ASHES. 


Guests Escaped but Many Lost All 
Their Baggage. 
Cumberland, Md., July 17.—Fire today 
destroyed Fairfax Inn, built in 179% and 
the only hotel at Berkely Springs, W. 
Va., causing a loss of $30,000; insurance

Ober Labo Organizations Are

Lose $366,000 Daily—No Trou- 
ble Likely Unless Non-Un- 
ion Laborers Are 
Imported.

Pittsburg, Pa., July 17.—‘‘We have not 
heard from the other’side at any time in 
any way, or On any subject since we 
parted at the Lincoln hotel last Satur- 
day.’”’ . | 

This is the posttivelstatement made by 
President Shaffer, of the Amalgamated 
Association this aft@fnoon and disposes 
of the rumor from’ Néw York today that 
the strike had been do ttled. Mr. Shaffer 
stated further that Ro actual negotia- 
tions were on between President Bishop, 
of the Ohio state arbitration board, and 
himself tending tdward arbitration. A 
letter received by Mr, Shaffer from Mr. 
Bishop asking if he would consent to a 
re-opening of the conference has not been 
answered yet. 

The principal events in the day’s strike 
history was the failure of the sheet steel 
people to re-open the Wellsville plant 
with non-union men owing to the fact 
that only thirty men reported, the offer 
of financial assist@nee made to the Amal- 
gamated Association by the 2,000,000 mem- 
bers of the Amefriean Federation of La- 
bor and by the American Window Glass 
Workers’ Association, the concerted ac- 
tion of the associationsto organize the 
immense sheet steel plant at Vandergrift. 
whose workers they are-besieging to join 
the association, and the fact that several 
of the closed plants are being patrolled 
by armed watchmen and guards. 

Strikers Are Satisfied. 

The Amalgamated ‘officials tonight pro- 
fess great satisfaction over the results 
accomplished’ gince the strike began, but 
Officials of the compeny, as heretofore, 
will say nothings The Qmly man on the 
companies’ side who hugsaid anything up 
to date is Presidserit : , distriet man- 
ager of the Sheet “M Company. The 
fight he has on at Wellsville is being fol- 
lowed closely by the workmen and to- 
morrow an open public meeting will be 
held at Wellsville, when Phesident Shaf- 
fer, in person, will present the strikers’ 
side of the case and endeavor to over- 
come the effects of alleged misstatements 
concerning the late conference. Manager 
P. F. Smith has been invited to attend 
the meeting and make a statement for 
the sheet company. The entire com- 
munity of Wellsville is worked up over 
the strike situation and friends and ene- 
mies alike are expected to be present at 
the meeting. 

While Wellsville is the strike center 
now, Manager Smith saying that he will 
renew his attempt to open the mills with 
non-union men, the battleground will be 
shifted to McKeesport next week if the 
repcrt be true that the W. Dewees Wood 
plant of the American Sheet Steel Com- 
pany will resume operations. This would 
afford one of the most trying situations 
of the strike. It would necessitate the 
importation of non-union men from other 
places and the bitter feeling engendered 
by such a move would be hard to con- 
trol. 

The platform of Enterprise lodge, of the 
Amalgamated Association, which includes 
most of the employees of the Wood mill. 
is opposed to all violence. During the 
strike last spring no effort was made to 
hinder men from going to work. The 
same policy, it is said, will be followed 
in the present struggie and every sug- 
gestion of violence will be frowned upon. 

ITnormous Cost of Strike. 

According to figures, the steel strike is 
daily costing the three companies in- 
volved $210,000 and the workmen $156,000. 
It is estimated that in the daily loss of 
nearly 23,000 boxes of tin plate a day 
the American Tin Plate Company is daily 
losing over $90,000, while the loss to the 
canning companies, unable to secure their 
material, is enormous in addition. 

Practically no stocks have been carried 
and the consumption has kept pace with 
the production for some little time past. 
About 700 tons of the 1,000 tons daily pro- 
duction of the American Sheet Steel Com- 
pany is being lost, and this represents a 
loss each day to the combine of at least 
$30,000, 

The loss to the gas stove manufacturers 
is also great, as the mills are closed 
which make a specialty of stove iron. 
This is the heavy season for making 
stoves, About 2,000 or 2,000 tons of steel 
hoops, bands and cotton ties are being 
lost daily by the American Steel Hoop 
Company by reason vt the strike, and 
this represents a dally loss in money of 
$70,000. It is estimated that the men are 
losing in wages $150,000. The tin workers 
will lose $6,000 daily in addition, 

In addition to all of these losses the 
many and varied industries crippled now 
and in prospect represent losses to the 
men of large sums that cannot be com- 
puted now. The Amalgamated men are 
said to have qa fund of over $200,000, and 
men employed can be called on for con- 
tributions. 

National Organizer Thomas H. Flynn, 
of the American Federation ‘of Labor, 
came to Pittsburg from Washington to- 
day. and after a consultation with the 
officials of the Amalgamated Association, 
pledged the support of the Federation in 
the strike. In an interview Mr. Flynn 
said the Federation had a membersnip 
of two million, and they could make an 
assessment when any of the organiza- 
tions affiliated with them were in need 
of assistance. He said he had just set- 
tled a strike of four thousand tube work- 
ers and iron workers at Reading,~ and 
thesa men announced that they would 
contribute one dollar a week each. All 
members could not afford this, but an as- 
sessment of 5 cents each wouid yield 
$100,000 and would not be missed by the 
members,

Claims He Is Not Man Wanted and

Irvin, of Baird, Tex., was in the city, 
having in custody Thomas Stokes, whom 
he had arrested in Huntsville, this state, 
charged with the murder of a prominent 
citizen of Baird three years ago. 

Stokes, who is but twenty-four years 
old and beardless, has been for the past 
three years masquerading in female at- 
tire and, being a young man of educa- 
tion, secured a teacher’s license and, 
representing himself to be a woman, has 
been teaching school near Huntsville. 

Stokes is very reticent about the affair 
and claims that he is not the man 
wanted. He says that the donning of fe- 
male attire was from choice, as he better 
succeeded in getting employment as a fe- 
male teacher. He had become quite 
popular among the people of Huntsville, 
who are loath to believe that he is not 
the woman he had represented himself tu 
be. He was taken to Texas today. De- 
tective Irvin is quite positive that he has 
the right man. 


HARCOURT ATTACKS TORIES. 


Liberal Leader Scores Government’s 
South African Policy. 


London, July 17.—Sir William .Vernon 
Harcourt, liberal leader, made a speech 
in the house of commons today u'tecking 
the government's South African pulicy. 
He was throughout undilutedly pessim- 
istic and drew angry interruptions from 
Joseph Chamberlain, the colonial secre- 
tary. 

The latter replying, took 4 sanguine 
view of the situation in South Africa. 
He said nobody doubted the war would 
soon be over, and when the Boers rec- 
ognized they had been thoroughly beaten 
and had returned to peaceful occupations, 
interest on the Transvaal debt end sink- 
ing fund would be easily payadle cut cf 
the surpplus revenue derived from the 
new colonies. The finance bill passed its 
third reading, 291 to 121, after the debate. 


SAILED FOR THE NORTH POLE. 


Baldwin-Seigler Expedition Has Left 
Tromsoe, Norway. 

Tromsoe, Norway, July 17.—Shortly af- 
ter midnight last night the ships of the 
Baldwin - Seigler Arctic expedition 
weighed anchor, and, with the stars and 
stfipes. and Norwe¢ten“flege, at 
masts, steamed off to the north. As they 
left the harbor the crews of the other 
vessels there gave the expedition a part- 
ing cheer. 

Evelyn Baldwin, chief of the expedition, 
was in excellent spirits. His last words 
to a representative of the Associated 
Press were that he had little doubt of 
reaching the north pole. 

The America will proceed first to Arch- 
angel, in Russia, and then return to the 
island of Varloe, off the coast of Norway, 
whence the final we ang ah for Franz Jo- 
sef land wil] be made.

pensary law was not properly enforced 
in the city of Charleston; that the city 
rovernment through its representatives 
admits its primary responsibility for such 
“inst coum¢el has failed to en- 
act ean oes ah forbidding the Irirrit 
sale of liquors, providing adequate pen- 
alty for violation of such ordinance to 
be imposed by the recorder in case of 
conviction: therefore, be it 
‘ ‘Resolved, That the dispensary profits 
accruing to the said city of Charleston 
are hereby withheld, to be used for the 
pay of state constables for the better en- 
forcement of the dispensary law in the 
citv of Charleston until such time as the 
state board may be convinced that the 
citv authorities have discharged every 
obligation resting upon them.’ ”’

Getti, prefect of the congregations of 
bishops and regulars, to the heads of the 
various orders, is published, which says 
that the holy see has deliberated upon 
the question whether the congregations 
in France should apply for authorizations 
in accordance with the new law of es- 
sociations.

Savannah Physician Talks About 
Oil Property 
LANDS ARE HEAR BEAUMONT 


He Owns Large Tract and Has Re- 
fused $28,000 an Acre for It. 
Leaves Savannah for Beau- 
mont Tonight, and 
May Sell Out. 


Savannah, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)—A 
great fortune awaits Dr. St. J. B. Gra- 
ham, president of the Savannah Medical 
Society, in Texas. He owns, or is inter- 
ested.in, lands in the oil district of that 
state that promises to make him rich. 
This promise could be fulfilled at once, if 
Dr. Graham cared to sell at prices that 
have been offered him for the land, but 
he does not. He sees more in it than has 
been offered, and is holding off for a 
larger offer or to organize a company to 
operate oil wells. Not rich in the ordinary 
sense of the term, but as it is employed 
when one speaks of millionaires. Mil- 
lions would be his share if he should close 
with offers that have. been made. 

The lands owned by Dr. Graham, and in 
which he is jointly interested -with other 
gentlemen, lies in Liberty and Harden 
counties, Texas, a little way north of 
Beaumont. The lands are in three tracts, 
all of them practically adjoining. One is 


by Dr. Graham, each of the two other 
tracts are 80 acres in extent and Dr. Gra- 
ham said: 

“Yes; I own forty actes individually, 
and there arc 160 acres more of the Texas 
oil lands that are owned jointly by my- 
self and a friend. My friend owned the 
160 acres, which are in two tracts of 80 
acres each, but transferred a half inter- 
est to me not long since, for a considera- 
tion.

_ Since that time I have had two of- 
fers of $25,000, I am holdin~ off for $50,000 
an acre. If I can’t get it. I will probably 
organize a stock company to sink wells.

SAW MILL MEN HOLD MEETING. 


Georgia Association Had an Inter- 
esting Time. 


Tifton, Ga., July 17,—(Special.)—The 
Georgia Saw Mill Association met at Ho- 
tel’ Sadie Tifton, yesterddy afternoon at 
3:30 o'clock, continuing in session until 
late in the evening. ‘The meeting was 
one of the largest and most enthusiastic 
ever held by the lumber manufacturers 
of the southeast, and all attending feel 
that it will be productive of much bene- 
fit. Sixty mills were represented, hav- 
ing a total average daily cut of 2,500,000 
feet of lumber. 

General market conditions were report- 
ed as steadily improving. Orders are 
offered in greater volume than the mills 
are prepared to handle, and prices re- 
main firm. 

Recent and geieral advances in labor, 
supplies, etc., have been greater than 
correspog$ding advances in lumber, and 
it is almost certain that prevailing price 
lists will be advanced at the next meet- 
ing of the association. 

The labor question is the most serious 
one comfronting the manufacturers, al- 
though it is estimated the cost of stock- 
feed alone is now 638 cents on each 1.000 
feet of lumber cut. The pricer of negro 
labor have recently advanced from 10 
to 20 per cent, and this advance has only 
served to more thoroughly demoralize the 
lower class of labor and put more on the 
idle list, as the average negro can earn 
a living by working three days in the 
week, and as long as he has plenty to ear, 
can scarcely be induced to labor the other 
three. 

A large number of new members were 
added to the association at this meeting, 
and it was decided to continue the offer 
of free transportation ard hotel fare 
to one representative of each manufac- 
turing firm who attended the meeting r&1 
three months free membertrhip to each 
mill with a daily cut of less than 10,000 
feet 

These meetings afford a decided advan- 
tage to ali manufacturers, especially the 
smaller ones, enabling them to come to- 
gether and compare notes. It was re- 
cently discovered that there is a great dis- 
crepancy in the prices received by the 
mills in different sections, in some cages 
amounting to from $2 to $3 per 1,000 feet. 

The next meeting will be held in Tifton, 
at Hotel Sadie, on Tuesday, August 18th, 
at 3:30 p. m. An urgent call will be 
gent to each manufscturer of yellow pine 
to attend.

BE GREAT MONEY MAKERS. 


Albany, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)—Within 
the last ten ¢ays cantaloupe growers of 
this section have increased their bank 
accounts many thousands of dollars. The 
crop hes been marketed with the excep- 
tion of a few. carloads that will be 
slipped this week, and the casting up of 
accounts shows the growers to be ‘a 
long way to the good.” 

The cantaloupe crop ig one of the most 
uncertain that can be planted, and th3 
novice cannot hope to make it profitable. 
It was long ago demonstrated that the 
section immediately surrounding Albany 
is peculiarly adapted in soil and climate 
to the successful culture of high-grade 
cantaloupes, and ovr more experienced 
grcwers have made good money out of 
the crop in past years. 

This season, however, they were pecu- 
liarly fortunate. The plantings through- 
cut southwest Georgia were not large, 
Albany and Dougherty county growers 
going in more heavily than any others. 
Weather conditions were not generally 
fevorable, bvt, in spite of that, the crop 
wes made to yleld fine fruit and a good 
deal of it. 

The growers are ell feeling good now, 
end are willing to tell something of the 
returns they have received for their 
centaloupes, some of which have been 
sold on consignment and others outright 
to commissicn men. One gentleman liv- 
ing in Albany marketed from a two- 
hundred-acre field a crop of Rocky Ford 
cantaloupes that brought him in not less 
than $18,000. It is safe to say that the 
expense of making and marketing his 
crop .was not more than $6,000, leaving him 
$12,000 to the good. Other parties with 
frraller plantings have done quite as well 
proportionately. One young man planted 
8 thirty-acre patch near the city limits 
of Albany, and up to date he has market- 
ed about 1.500 crates at prices ranging 
from $1.50 to $2.50 per crate, 

Many thousands of. crates were sold on 
the sidetracks to speculators, of whom 
there ve been scores in this territory 
since the first of the month. A grower 
could dispose of his crop at good prices 
right in his field, without having to take 
crances with the railroads and cémmis- 
sion men, and the temptation proved too 
much for many of the growers to resist. 

But those who shipped to reliable com- 
inission houses on consignment “struck 
it rich,’’ receiving fer thefr crop not less 
than $4 per crate. As a refrigerator car 
holds 400 crates, that means $1,600 per 
car; and there is money in cantaloupes 
at $1 per crate. A car that brings $1,600 
nets the grower more than $1,00, and 
some growers hereabouts have shipped 
many cars during the last ten daya. 

The speculators have made big money, 
too. Buying on the tracks from the 
growers at prices ranging from $1.5) to 
$2.50 per crate, they have shipped to th 
northern and eastern markets and sol 
for $4:and $4.50, thus making fancy profits 
with small risk. One New York man, 
with plenty of ready capital and good 
cornectjons, is known to have cleared 
about $25,000 In less than two weeks. 

There are lots of people in southwest 
Georgia who have caught the eantaloup? 
fever, and it Is predicted that the acreage 
in this crop in Dougherty county next 
spring will be ten times what it is now. 
The chances that those who go into the 
business without proper experience will 
come out of the little end of the horn, 
for the crop is a very uncertain one, and, 
in the language of old growers, 
be nursed like a baby.” The vines are 
susceptible to every change of weather, 
and are bruised by every hard wind. The 
sun wilts them, and too much rain proves 
fatal unless they are being cared for by 
experienced growers. They huve bank- 
rupted many men in this section who have 
planted them for shipment, and. will 
probably de.as much for some others in 
seasons 40, come. 


As for watermelons, the crop:has proved * 
Shipments ° 


almost a complete failure. 
from the Albany ¢Cistrict are only just 
beginning, while usually many cars have 
been marketed by the Fourth of July. 
Prices are indifferent, and growers de- 
clare that they will be lucky if they come 
cut even On this year’s crop.

Annie Kroustadt’s Body Discovered 
at Hilton Head, S. C. 

Savannah, Ga., July 17.—\Special.)—The 
body of Annie Kronstadt, one of the 
young girls drowned at Daufuskie Sun- 
day, was found this morning in the marsh 
at the mouth of Broad river, Hilton Head 
island, South Carolina. The spot where 
the body was found is twelve to fifteen 
miles from where the drowning took 
place, across the sound. The people on 
Hilton Head had not heard of the drown- 
ing and had no idea as to the identity of 
the body. Dr. F. E. Wilder, deputy cor- 
oner at Hilton Head, had an inquest and 
ordered the body interred. A rude pine 
box was constructed and the body was 
buried on the shore near where it was 
found. Later in the day the launch which 
was out searching for the bodies put in 
at Hilton Head and was informed of the 
find. From the description given the 
searchers knew at once that it was one of 
the Kronstadt girls and the body was 
disinterred and brought to Savannah. 

It was interred tonight in the Jewish 
portion of Laurel Grove. The scene at 
the cemetery was a weird one, candle 
lights being used and about 500 friends of 
the deceased and her family being in at- 
tendance.

Washington, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)— 
The gold fever has seized upon the citi- 
zen of Wilkes with a strong hold. A year 
or two ago-Hon; L. W. Latimer had 
strong suspicion that‘there was gold on 
his plantation in the northern portion of 
Wilkes and began to prospect. All that 
Saw the ore said it was valuable. A week 
or two ago a wheelbarrow full was test- 
ed and the product sent to Charlotte to 
be assayed. The outturn was so remark- 
able that steps were at once taken to 
work the vein vigorously. One thousand 
pounds of dirt was dug and sent to the 
Stamping machines at the Columbia gold 
mines in adjoining county. The 1,000 
pounds yielded a lump of the precious 
yellow metal that its estimated to be 
worth $1,500 to $1,750 and it is claimed that 
two or three hundred dollars’ worth of 
the rich ore was washed away at the 
stamping works for the reason that there 
was a lack of quicksilver and the Colum- 
bia Mining Company was not accustom- 
ed to handling sych-rich ore.

GOING AT ONE-THIRD 
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‘SPEECHES MADE YESTERDAY 


Alabama Farmers Favored Four- 
Year Instead of Two-Year Ses- 
sions of the Legislature. 
State Senators Increased 
from 33 to 35. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 17.—(Special.)— 
An ineffectual effort was made to recon- 
sider the vote by which the constitutional] 


convention yesterday decideé to have 
quadrennial sessions of the legislature. 
The supporters of biennial sessions could 
muster only 55 votes, against 67 for the 
the other side. The corporation attor- 
neys voted pretty so‘idly for four years 
sessions, but the speaking was done main- 
&y by farmer members, who claimed 
that the country people wanted it that 
way. 

The free pass question then came up 
in acuté form as an amendment to a sec- 


Sheriff Warren had summoned § 


tion fixing the mileage and pay of mem- 


bers of the legislature. This amendment 
was finally got into the shape that made 
it a misdemeanor for any official what- 
ever to ride on a free pass, or at a less 
rate of transportation than is paid by 
the general public. Any official violating 
this section would forfeit his office. 

This was voted down at the afternoon 
session by a vote of 72 to 51, amid some 
enthusiasm, 

The pay and mileage of members were 
left as in the old constitution, $4 a day 
and 10 cents a mile, with the pass priv- 
flege unimpaired. 

An attempt was afterwards made to 
put through the free pass prohibition as 
to members of the legislature only, but 
this was lost by a vote of 69 to 55. 

A stiff fight was made over a proposi- 
tion to increase the number of state sen- 
ators from thirty-three to thirty-five and 
of representatives from 100 to 105. ‘The 
increase carried by a large inajoricy, 

The judiciary committee reported to- 
day and recommended the following im- 
portant changes: It empowers the legis- 
lature to establish an in‘’ermediate e2p- 
ne‘late court; also, allows the Icrislature 
to confer both circuit court and chancery 
jurisdiction on both the circuit and chan- 
cery courts. The limit is taken off the 
number of circuit and chancery courts, 
except that the circults or divisions shall 
contain at least three counties, but coun- 
ties of 20,000 people and $3,500,000 of tax- 
able property may be left out of cir- 
cuits and given inferior courts of their 
own. It allows the legislature to abolish 
justices of the peace in cities of 2,500 pcp- 
ulation and establish inferior cvurts. The 
governor appoints to judicial vacancies 
only until the next general clection., 

It also provides for the election of juvs- 
tices of supreme court, so that the terms 
will expire at different elections. Solic- 
itors are made elective by the people. 

There were five minority reports—one 
being against electing solicitors by the 
people, one for eight-year terms for the 
judges, and one against an avpeliate 
court,

The company that is negotiating 
for the property is said to be the Balti- 
more syndicate that has bought up sev- 
eral street railway systems in. the south 
recently. If the sale is consummated, 
the people of this city fondly hope that 
some extensions may be made in the 
electric line here.

MISSISSIPPI COTTON CROP 


‘Reported To Be Standing the 
Drought Remarkably Well 


CORN IS IN VERY BAD SHAPE 


Unless It Gets Rain It Will Be a 
Complete Failure—Fruit Can- 
ning Promises Success. 


Jackson, Miss., July 17.—(Special.)—Ac- 
cording to the weekly report just issued 
by the Mississippi department of the 
weather bureau, the cotton crop in this 
state is standing the drought remarkably 
well. The entire crop has been laid by 
and in the bottom lands is doing well, 
although in other parts the gfowth has 
been considerably retarded by the hot 
weather, and some counties report that it 
is blooming at the top. The report states 
that corn must have plenty of moisture 
within the next few days or the early 
planting will be a complete failure. In 
some sections the crop is being cut for 
fodder. Sugar cane and potatoes are suf- 
fering for moisture, and melons are small 
in size but plentiful in quantity. Pastures 
are getting very dry and stock water is 
becoming scarce in some localities. 

Governor Longino has returned from 
the delta, where he spent several days in- 
vestigating the epidemic of charbon 
among the live stock in Bolivar, Wash- 
ington, Coahoma and Sunflower counties. 
He reports that fully 90 per cent of the 
animals infected have died with the dis- 
ease, causing untold loss to the farmers 
and planters. The situation, however, is 
considerably improved and it is believed 
by the governor that a spread to other 
sections of the state can be prevented. 
The work of vaccination is-getting in its 
effect and is proving an excellent remedy 
in checking the ravages of the disease, 
th anthrax virus being very efficacious. 
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Company K., Atlanta Greys, Lined Up in Front of Their Quarters at Dalton, Ga. 


The planters in the delta, especially 
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those in Bolivar county, will suffer unus- 
ually heavy from the charbon epidemic, 
and as they had not finished the cultiva- 
tion of their crops. it will be difficult to 
get stock with which to complete the 
work. 


Another new railroad enterprise has 
been incorporated in Mississippi, the 
name of the concern being the Vicksburg 
and Hattiesbugg Railway Company, 
which proposeS to build qa Hne from 
Vicksburg, in Warren county, to Hatties- 
burg, in Perry county, a distance of about 
145 miles, following the most direct and 
feasible route. The line is to run through 
the counties of Warren, alinds, Copiah, 
Lawrence, Covington and Perry. Home 
capitalists and promoters are behind the 
enterprise, although the names of several 
New Yorkers appear among the incorpor- 
ators. Governor Longino has issued a 
proclamation incorporating the road, and 
it is understood that work on the pre- 
liminary survey will be immediately com- 
menced.

Fruit and vegetable growers in Missis- 
sippi are now turning their attention to 
the canning industry, and by the next 
season it is likely that quite a number of 
new enterprises of this kind will be es- 
tablished in various parts of the state.

Fatal Thunderstorms in Several 
States of South, \. 


FOUR KILLED IN FLORIDA 


One Killed at Birmingham by Bolt 
Which Struck a Saloon—Much 
Damage to Property Is 
Done in the State of 
Tennessee. 


Tallahassee, M™a.. July 17.—Advices re- 
ceived here state that in the country 
near this city, during a heavy electric 
storm late yesterday afternoon, much 
loss of life and property resulted. 

Lightning struck the house of Captain 
A. C. Spiller and did considerable dam- 
age. Jchn Henderson, colored, who was 
near, was knocked senseless, his shoes 
being torn from his feet. He will prob- 
ably recover. A house occupied by a 
colored family near this place was com- 
pletely wrecked. One of the girl children 
was instantly killed while lowering the 
window, and cne of the male inmates was 
also so badly shocked that he died dur- 
ing the night. ° 

On the plantation of General Patrick 
Houston two colored women in the house 
of one of the tenants were instantly 
killed. ‘The storm lasted for two hours, 
and a number of houses were badly dam- 
aged. The storm is described as the 
most destructive to life and property of 
any that ever visited this section. 


STORM STRIKES BIRMINGHAM. 


Qne Man Killed by Lightning and 
Another Is Injured. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 17.—(Spectal.)— 
A heavy rain, wind and thunder storm 
passed over Birmingham tonight between 
six and seven o'clock. At first it was 
thought a tornado was coming again. 
Lightning flashed and the rain came 
dows: in torrents, 

A bolt of lightning struck Keenan's sa- 
loon on Avenue B and Tenth street in the 
southeastern part of the city. A lot of 
rolling mill men had gathered in the place 
to escape the storm and when the bolt 
struck the saloon consernation followed. 
The saloon was wrecked. Pete Crowley, a 
puddler, was instantly killed, Ed. Lewis, 
puddler, was struck and is deaf and 
dumb and in a dangerous condition. 
Several other men were struck and more 
or less hurt. 

The Morris hotel was struck by lIight- 
ning and a blaze started, but the fire de- 
partment squelched the flames before any 
damage was done. Reports are coming in 
from the suburbs of damage done by the 
storm. The lightning was very blinding. 

The entire street car system was tied 
up for nearly an hour on account of 
flooded tracks and the danger of lightning 
striking the wires. The télephone and 
aa Service was also interfered 
with. 


Tennessee Town Wrecked. 

Murfreesboro, Tenn., July 17.—EKagle- 
ville, a village about eighteen miies south 
of this city, in this county, suffered 
greatly from the windstorm which struck 
there about 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
The large storehouse of E. McCord was 
demolished, together with a large stock 
of buggies, wagons, harness and a egen- 
eral line of furniture and hardware. It 
is understood that there was no insur- 
ance. Trees and outhouses suffered se- 
verely. 


Lightning Fires a Church. 


Decatur, Ala., July 17.—In the course 
of a severe wind and electrical storm 
this #vening the Methodist church at 
Hillsboro, thirteen miles west of Deca- 
tur, was struck by lightning and burned 
to the ground. The storm was followed 
by heavy rain,

They did so in quick 
order. As soon as he had pocketed the 
money, Johnson fired a volley to prove to 
the, negroes that he meant business, and 
then walked away. When he killed 
Burns the constables tn the neighborhood 
started on his trail, but they thought it 
wiser to let him go. ; 

The posse from the city is making a 
careful search for the desperado and peo- 
ple living near the scene of the depreda- 
tion are sleeping with doors locked and 
barred for fear Johnson will return and 
kill them.

SHORT SESSION AT RICHMOND. 


In Constitutional Comvention Only 
Two Nesolutions. 


Richmond, Va., July 17.—Seventeen min- { 


utes sufficed today for the deliberations 
of the constitutiona] convention. The day 
was fearfully warm. Only two resolu- 
tions were presented, both brief and of no 
special significance. 

Secretary Button lgid before the con- 
vention a statement of returns from 
counties of the rate of local taxation for 
school purposes and the amount realized 
from such source. 

V. A. Milton, of Petersburg, presented 
the following which went to the com- 
mittee on government of counties and 
cities: 

‘‘Resolved, That the proper committees 
inquire into the expediency of amending 
the constitution to the following effect: 
That no county, city or other local sub- 
division of this state shall grant its cred- 
it to or in ald of any person, association 
or corporation, and shall not directly or 
otherwise subscribe to the stock of any 
company, association vr corporation and 
shall not be a party to or become inter- 
ested in any work of internal improve- 
ment, nor engage in carrying on any 
such work.”’ 

The following was offered by Mr. Tar- 
ry, of Mecklenburg, and sent to the com- 
mittee on county government: 

“Resolved, Thage article vid, section 2, of 
the constitution be amended by adding 
the following,at the end of the last line 
thereof: ‘But no board of supervisors 
shall appropriate or expend out of the 
county of the funds for any extraordi- 
nary or unusual purpose any amount ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars without first 
posting notice of their intention so to do 
for thirty consecutive days at the front 
door of the courthouse of the county, nor 
for fifteen days thereafter, and if before 
the termination of said term of fifteen 
days at least twenty citizens of the coun- 
ty, who shall for the prior year have 
been assessed for taxation with real and 
personal property, or either, aggregating 
in value not less than ten thousand ddl- 
lars, shall, in writing, signed by them 
and delivered to the chairman or any 
member of said board, object to said ap- 
propriation or expenditure, then the same 
shall not be made without first having 
the approval, at an election to be held, 
of a majority of all the citizens of the 
county, otherwise duly qualified to vote, 
who shall be assessed with the taxes 
upon real and personal property, or eith- 
er, for the prior year; such elections shall 
be duly ordered and held after reasonable 
notice and according to law.’ ”’

By Agreement, Morgan Was Per- 
mitted To Name Them, and He 
Says That They Represent 
Every Jnterest—Har- 
mony Assured.

New York, July 17.—Official announce- 
ment was made by J. Pierpont Morgan 
that he had selected J. J. Hill, E. H. Har- 
riman, . William Rockefeller, H. McK. 
Twombly and Samuel Rea to fill vacan- 
eie6 to be created in the directorate of 
the Northern Pacific railroad. This ai- 
nouncement was made by Mr. Morgan in 
the formal letter addressed by him to J. 
P. Morgan & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
E. H. Harriman and James J. Hiil, in 
which he says he has selected five direc- 
tors to be elected at the next annual meet- 
ing of the company in accordance with 
@ memorandum signed on May 3list, by 
which the composition of the new board 
was to be left in his hands. No state- 
ment as to the nature of the memorandum 
was made public, and a reference in the 
letter to William K. Vanderbilt was 
not explained. At the offices of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. and J. P. Morgan & Co. it is 
the arrangement indicated in the 
letter was, mutually, satisfactory. Mr. 
Morgan's letter follows: 

“Gentlemen: In accordance with the 
unier date 
of May 31, 1901, under which the com- 
position of the board of directors of the 
Northern Pacific Company to be elected 
at the ‘next annual meeting, was left in 
my hands, I beg to advise you of my 


conclusions as follows: 


“T nominate the following gentlemen as 
new members of the board to fill the 
James J. Fiill, 
president Great Northern; E. H. Harri- 
man, chairman of the executive committee 
of the Union Pacific; W. E. Rockefeller, 
director of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul: Mr. H. McK. Twombly. direc- 
tor of Chicago and Northwestern; Mr. 
Samuel Rea, vice president of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company. I would 
Suggest that the attention of the board 
be called to the advisability of arranging 


for these gentlemen tu assume their du- 


ties as directors cf the company as soon 
as pussibie without awaiting the annual 
election. 

“It is my opinion that a board thus con- 
stituted will contain within itself the ele- 
ments best adapted for the formulation 
of a plan referred to in said memorandum 
in connéction with Mr. W. K. Vander- 
bilt. named therein as before. 

“Every import:tnt interest will have its 
representative. who will be brought into 
close touch with the situation as a whole, 
and there should be no difficulty in 
reaching a conclusion that will be fair 
and just to all concerned, and tend to the 
establishment of permanent harmony 
among thé different lines. To this end 
I shall be giad to co-operate in such man- 
ner as will seem desirable. I am, gen- 
thlemen, very truly yours, 

“J. PIERPONT MORGAN.” 

The memorandum referred to as of May 
8lst in Mr. Morgan’s letter reads: 

“An understanding has been reached 
between Northern. Pacific and Union Pa- 
cific interests under which the composi- 
.tion of the Northern Pacific board will 
be left in the hands of J. P. Morgan, cer- 
tain names having already been suggest- 
ed, not now to be made public, which will 
especially be recognized as representa- 
iives of the coinmon interests.”’ 

It is asserted thii complete and per- 
manent harmony will result under the 
plan adopted betsveen all interests in- 
volved. 


WO OBJECTION TO COMBINE. 


Investigation of ’Frisco-Memphis 
Railway Combine Abandoned.

All we want 
now is the law from the court.

The judge stated 
that he had no authority to deny counsel 
the right to talk to the jury at the prop- 
er time.

New York, July 17.—Michael Florintino, 
fifteen years old, of No. 59 Broadway, 
West New-Brighton, and Angelo Ga- 
briele Santora, sixteen years old, of 
Brighton avenue, New-Brighton, Staten 
island, were drowned yesterday at King's 
dock, New-Brighton, in sight of’a score 
of persons. 

News of the drowntng was taken to 
the parents of Santora. In‘a few min- 
utes father and mother started for the 
pier. Just before reaching the wharf 
there 1s a steep incline, and the Rap- 
id Transit railroad trains run at the bot- 
tom. As Santora reached the spot he 
threw himself in front of an approaching 
train and was pulled from the track just 
before the train passed. Mrs. Santora ran 
across the track and leaped into the river 
before she could be restrained, owing to 
the excitement incident to her husband's 
attempt at self-destruction takine up the 
attention of every one. Several men 
leaped into the water after her, and she 
was dragged ashore.

Fish, J.—!. It is not erronecus, in the trial 

a erimiaal case, for the jucge to charge 
the jury: “Where the state makes out 4 
prima facie case, that is to say, a case where 
the jury would be authorized to convict if no 
other evidence was offered, and the defendant 
offers an alibi as a gefense, the burden is on 
him to make it out by a preponderance of 
the evidence, that is by the greater weight of 
evidence: but the evidence offered as to alibi 
is to be considered along with all the other 
evidence, in order to determine whether the 
guilt of the defendant has been shown beyond 
a reasonable doubt.’’ 

2 The circumttance that a witness who tet-

10 Bt ORGANIZED 


Excitement in Girard, La,, and 
Other Places, 


BLACKS ARE VERY INSOLENT 


White Men Attacked Without Provo- 
cation—Body of Desperado Is 
Found Hanging from the 
Limb of a Tree Near 
Girard. 


Rayville, La., July 17.—(Special.)—There 
has been considerable excitement in and 
around Girard, La., about four miles 
from here, for the last week, caused by 
secret societies of negroes who met in 
convention near Girard and about ten 
miles south of there on the plantation 
of James A. Mhoon. When it is claimed 
that the meetings were iarded by 
armed sentinels composed of negroes in 
the neighborhood with pompous and im- 
portant negroes from Fort Worth and 
other distant places, who claimed to be 
organizing what they called the ‘‘Inde- 
pendent Order of Sons and Daughters of 
Saint Jacob and the Knights of Tabor,” 
it is supposed that these secret orders 
are nothing less than a negro mafia and 
it is said that their motto is death to the 
white man who may strike a negro or 
become an object of their malice. Mow 
true this is your correspondent is not 
able to tell, but it is a significant fact 
that the negroes around here are grow- 
ing more insolent and self-important. It 
is said also that another of their mottoes 
is not to work for white people. 

As to the truth of this I do not know, 
but the order seems to be composed 
largely of negro preachers, who work for 
nobody, and was organized here by a 
pompous negro named Emperor Scott, 
who was invited not long since to leave 
after a stay ‘here of about one year. 

A number of citizens of Girard and 
vicinity went down to the Mhoon place 
last week to investigate the principals of 
this secret order and it is said laid down 
some law to the worthy lodge at that 
point. It seems that the officers of the 
lodge showed the vigilance committee 
their books and claimed that there was 
nothing wrong about their order and it 
was organized for religious and benevo- 
lent purposes. But it is thought that 
they keep two sets of books and another 
set will be found some day when another 
murder is committed, such as the one 
in Shreveport, when J. G. Foster was 
made the victim. 

Jessie S. Brown, a_ respected citizen 
and one of the leading merchants of 
Girard, on Saturday last was attacked 
by a negro who, I am informed uy A, TF. 
Wright, a prominent merchant of this 
town and formerly of Girard, belonged 
to the negro Jakes, as they call them. 

This negro, Lewis Thomas, came into 
the store of Jessie 8. Brown and created 
re disturbance, whereupon Mr. Brown or- 
dered him to behave himself, when the 
negro grew very insolent and grabbed 
Mr. Brown and was about to get the 
best of him, when Mr. Henderson inter- 
fered and put the negro out and he left. 
A short time afterwards, however, the 
negro returned and gave Mr. Brown to 
understand that he intended to whip him, 
and suiting the action to the words, Ict 
drive at him as hard as he could with a 
soda-pop bottle, striking him on the head 
a fearful blow and was about to repeat 
the operation, when Mr. Brown shot him 
three times with a winchester. It was 
thought the wounds were fatal, but as 
Dr. Chapman pronounced it as his opinion 
on yesterday evening that the wounds 
would possibly not prove fatal, a mob of 
a large number of men went to the plan- 
tation of H. N. Spencer,a few miles above 
Girard, and took the negro in a buggy to 
the woods and this morning Dr. H. F. 
Wilkins was called upon to hold a cor- 
oner’s inquest, which he did, was 
not able to tell whether the  0ne- 
gro committed suicide or how he came 
to his death, as no one knew anything 
about it, except the negro was hanging to 
a limb and was the same one who used 
soda water bottles so freely.

‘“T am having conference with the mar- 
quis of Lansdowne not only about Nica- 
‘agua, but also with regard to half a 
dozen other treaties pending between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
These are generally concerned with West 
Indian reciprocity arfangements.”’ 

When asked if he thought there was 

any possibility of arriving at an agree- 
‘ment regarding the Nicaragua canal be- 
fore congress reconvened, he replied: 
, “Yes, I sincerely hope so. We are now 
‘an the middle of the negotiations which, 
although they have not yet reached any 
tangible result, show good promise. When 
ZI return to the United States at the end 
of October I HKope to take with me a 
Nicaragua treaty that will meet the views 
of both President McKinley and the Brit- 
ish cabinet. It goes without saying that 
the president has made himself cognizant 
of the opinions of the senate and of the 
Secretary of state. 

Pays Tribute to Americans. 
"There is no use wasting time over 
treaties which the senate is likely to re- 
fuse, I really believe the difference of 
opinion between the two nations are capa- 
ble of settlement in an agreement fair to 
both.’’ 

At this point Lord Pauncefote paid a 
Warm tribute to the Americans. ‘‘They 
are the most genial people on the face of 
the earth,”’ he declared. 

“At the first grip of the hand they take 
you to their hearts. So long as you do 
not try to deal in an underhand way, s0 
long as you do not assume superior airs, 
they treat you as one of their own, and no 
one could say more than this.”’ 

Reverting to the report that a majority 
of the senate favored a neutral canal, 
‘Lord Pauncefote said: 

“It would be good news if true. I hap- 
fen to know that Mr. Hay consulted the 
senate. You may be sure that whatever 
is agreed upon between the two govern- 
inents will meet with the approval of the 
genate.’’

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TRIGG WAGS HIS TONGUE 


This Time Rockefeller Worshiper 
Attacks the Protestant Hymns. 


HE CALLS THEM DOGGEREL 


| And Exalts Dime Novels Over Sun- 
day School Books—Glad All 
Are Not Christians. 


Chicago, July 17.—Professor Oscar L. 
Trigg, of Chicago university, who some 
time ago compared John D. Rockefeller 
to William Shakespeare, today informed 
the class in English Hterature at the 
university that the hymns of the Protest- 
ant churches are doggerel and that dime 
novels are literature when compared to 
Sunday school books. Professor Trigg 
had been asked by a member of the class 
whether orthodox people could read Walt 
Whitman. 

‘TIT take it for granted,”’ replied the pro- 
fessor, “‘that there is not a member of 
this class who does not hold heterodox 
views. If you did not, you would not 
be here, since the study of literature 
has no place in the education of an ortho- 
dox person. You can find Httie poetry 
that is not unorthodox. Of course there 
is @ vast deal of songs and hymns, but 
no poetry. The great bulk of church 
hymns ig mere doggerel, pure and sim- 
ple. Take Watts, for example. 

‘In the same connection can be named 
the Sunday school books. The dime novel 
is preferable to the average Sunday 
school story, because the dime novel may 
become literature, while the Sunday 
school book never can hope to be.” 

Professor Trigg said that college profes- 
eors and students could enjoy poetry and 
fiction because they were half pagan. 

“Our whole modern clvilization is a 
mixture of Christianity and paganism,” 
he said, ‘and the Christian spirit is by 
no means dominant. This fact was re- 
cently shown by the conduct of the so- 
called Christian nations in China. 

“It 1s well for cur civilization that it Is 
thus blended of pagan and Christian 
ideas. It makes a better and stronger 
civilization. It would not be well !f all 
men were Christians.’’ 


COL. SAWYER NOW VERY LOW. 


Veteran Newspaper Man Is in Criti- 
cal Condition—Death Is Ex- 
pected at Any Moment. 
Colonel B. F. Sawyer, the well known 
veteran journalist, who has been critical- 


ly ill for some time, was reported last 
night es barely alive. He is considered 
by his physicians to be as low as it is 
possible for any man to be and still live 
and his death is momentarily expectcd. 

No man in Georgia is better known as 
a newspaper man than Colonel Sawyer 
and few men have ever served longer 
than he has. His acquaintance is not 
limited to this city, as he-~ is known 
throughout the state, and the news of 
his serious illness will be read with regret 
in many cities and towns. 


LIBSCOMB CASE IS REMOVED. 


Manhattan Insurance Suit Goes to 
Federal Court. 

There was a new turn in the Manhattan 
Insurance Company litigation yesterday, 
when the Lipscomb case was removed to 
the federal court. 

Last week Frank A. Lipscomb and the 
other plaintiffs in the litigation pending 
in the state court filed with Judge New- 
man, of the United States court, peti- 
tion asking for permission to make Otto 
Kelsey, receiver, a party defendant to 
the state court litigation. Upon this po- 
sition Judge Newman granted an order 
permitting Receiver Kelsey to be made a 
party defendant. Thereupon Lipscomb et 
al., filed an amendment to their bill ask- 
ing that Kelsey be made receiver, and 
upon the heariag Judge Lumpkin, of the 
state court, granted an order. 

Receiver Kelsey was served and yes- 
terday filed a petition in the state court 
to remove the case from the superior 
court to the federal court. Judge Lump- 
kin requested the counsel to appear be- 
fore him and show cause, if any, why 
the petition for removal should not be 
granted, and on the hearing granted the 
petition and signed an order removing 
the case to the circuit court of the United 
States. 

This puts an end to any possible conflict 
of jurisdiction. Both cases will be 
heard before Judge Newman, and 
they will probably be consolidated, 
and Kelsey appointed § receiver also, 
under the state court Dill. All par- 
ties will have to litigate in the federal 
court, and when the final decree is made 
the bonds now on deposit in the state 
treasury will be sold by Mr. Kelsey, re- 
ceiver, and the proceeds divided under 
the order of the court. 

Messrs. Felder & Rountree appeared 
for Kelsey, receiver; Messrs. King & 
Spalding and Ellis & Ellis for the plain- 
tiffs in the state court; E. M. & G. F. 
Mitchell, Hooper Alexander and other» 
for the creditors.

The William D. Grant building which 
will soon go up on the site of the old 
Centennial block at’ the corner of White- 
hall and Weall streets, will be a three- 
sory -rick structure divided into three 
separate business stores.

The building will front on the viaduct 
with one story below the street and on 
the railroad side. Work bezins in about 
two or three weeks. It will be completed 
about January 15th,

GOLDEN RULE JONES FINED 


Cleveland’s Reform Mayor in Con- 
“tempt of Court. 


PROMPTLY PAID THE FINE 


Mayor Was Attending Police Court 
and the Judge Did Not Like 
His Conduct. 


Toledo, O., July 17.—Samuel M. Jones, 
the “Golden Rule’ mayor of this city, 
was today fined $5 and cost in the police 
court for contempt of court. He promptly 
paid the fine. The mayor is quite regular 
in his attendance at police court and has 
at frequent times made remarks which 
were not of a complimentary character 
as to the manner in which justice is dealt 
out in the average court.

Notices were today post- 
ed in the tin mill granting a voluntary 
advance of 10 per cent to heaters and 
catchers, and 8 per cent to the rollers. 
Percy E. Donner, superintendent of the 
tin mill, said today: 

“As far as I have been, able to as- 
certain, after a close investigation, only 
four or five men talk of quitting. I 
am firmly persuaded the strike will last 
for at least two months.” 

The Monessen tin mill has a greater out- 
put than any other mill in the combine. 


FOR FINISH FIGHT IN ’FRISCO. 


Machinists Will Try To Win in That 
City. 

Sau Francisco, July 17.—There is to be 
a transfer of the machinists’ strike from 
the east to this city. Thomas L. Wilson, 
fourth vice president of the International 
Machinists, says: 

‘‘We have the 


assurance of the inter- 
national lodge that the funds will be 
forthcoming for a finish fight in San 
Francisco. Eighty-five per cent of the 
men out on strike in the east have been 
granted their demands and 20 per cent of 
the men have returned to work at the old 
schedule. It is our expectation that we 
will call the latter out within a year and 
have them on an equality with the 
others.’’ 

In addition to the machinists and oth- 
ers connected with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists and local organiza- 
tions, it is stated, propose to raise a 
strike fund of $100,000 a week, which will 
be sent to San Francisco to carry out the 
plans of the strike leaders, who are confi- 
dent that with this amount at their dis- 
posal success is assured. 

Machinists Return To Work. 

Milwaukee, Wis., July 17.—Unable to 
hold out any longer on account of the 
searcity of funds fifty Machinists volun- 
tarily went back to work at the works of 
the Allis-Chalmers Company yesterday, 
thus virtually putting an end to the 
strike in Milwaukee. It is expected today 
will see a general return to work of the 
men in every shop in the city. 


ALL COAL MINES ARE TIED UP. 


Sixty-five Thousand Men Idle in 
Anthracite Region. 


Wilkesbarre. Pa., July 17.—The close of 
the second dav of the stationary firemen’s 
strike finds fully 23,000 miners idle in 
the Wyoming district of the anthracite 
coal region, which extends from Duryea 
to Nanticoke. The number of idle men 
was increased today by the suspension 
of railroad crews on nearly all coal 
branches. No coal being mined, there is 
none to haul to the breakers. 

The total number of men idle now in 
the whole anthracite region is estimated 
at 65,000. There are 40,000 mine workers 
in the Lackawanna region, but they are 
not all out. If the strike extends to the 
Hazelton, Schuylkill and Shamokin re- 
gions, 130,000: men may be idle before 
long. 


WILL STAND BY THE STRIKERS. 


Tin-Plate Workers Won’t Handle 
Non-Union Material. 


Elwood, Ind., July 17.—It was an- 
nounced here today that the Tin Plate 
Workers’ Protective Association will 
stand by the Amalgamated Association 
and refuse to work plates in any steel 
trust mill made or sheared by non-union 
men. This announcement was made by 
President George Powell, of the Tin 
Plate Workers’ Protective Association, 
who said: 

“We made an agreement with the 
American Tin Plate Company, which be- 
gins today and runs to July 15, 1902. This 
attempt we are legally bound to respect. 
The Amalgamated is fighting for the 
vital principle of unionism; and this prin- 
ciple is worthy fighting for. While we 
shall strive to live up to our agreement, 
we shall positively refuse to allow our 
men to work plates made or sheared by 
non-union men if we Know it.” 

Money for the Strikers. 

Youngstown, O., July 17.—The Amalga- 
mated workers in the Youngstown mills 
of the Republic Iron and Steel Company 
have notified President Shaffer that if the 
plan is acceptable to him they will each 
donate one day’s pay every two weeks to 
the strikers’ fund. About .8000 members 
agreed to this, which will net about $3,000 
per month. The workers are also rapidly 
securing jobs in their mills for the strik- 
ing steel hoop men. — 

Strike Over at Rochester. 

Rochester, N. Y., July 17.—After nearly 
nine weeks’ idleness the striking laborers 
engaged in municipal contract work re- 
sumed work today. Nine bosses signed 
the agreement, only two éontractors re- 
raining out. The men are granted 20 
cents an hour for an eight-hour day work 
and time and a half for over time and 
double time on, holidays.

Fall Qver Larger Portion of the 
Com Belt 


BlG DROP IN TEMPERATURE 


It Is Believed That the Rain Will 
Assure at Least Half a Crop 
of Corn and Make the 
Pastures Sure — Oats 
Looking Up. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 17.—Generous 
raing fell] this afternoon over the larger 
part of the corn belt of the southwest. 
They came just tn the nick of time. The 
good that will result to late corn and to 
pastures cannot be estimated, but it 
will undoubtedly prove immense. Scat- 
tering showers fell over the southwest 
last night and this morning, but in most 
places up to poon continued accounts of 
intense heat were reported. 

The rains began in western Kansas 
about 1 o’clock this afternoon, and trav- 
eling east had reached the Missouri! line 
by 4 o’clock. Reports from many coun- 
ties assert that today’s rain, following 
what little has fallen within the past 
forty-eight hours, will insure at least half 
a crop of corn and make pastures sure. 
The storm began in Kansas City shortly 
before 5 o’clock this evening. The fall 
continued for over an hour and caused 
a decided drop in the temperature. the 
weather bureau reporting 83 at 5 o'clock, 
against 100 at 3 o’clock. 


CHIEF MOORE ON WEATHER. 


Statement of Rainfall in 
Drought-Stricken Region. 
Washington, July 17.—Professor Willis 
Moore, chief of the weather bureau, to- 
day prepared a statement of the rainfall 
throughout the drought-stricken region, 
covering the time since the data were 
collected for the special weekly report 
promulgated yesterday by the bureau. 
That report closed at 8 o'clock Monday 
morning and the statement now made 
covers the forty-eight hours from 8 
o’clock Monday morning to 8 o’clock this 
morning. The statement is as follows: 

“During the forty-eight hours, ending 
at 8 o'clock this morning, the 17th instant, 
scattered local showers, mostly very light 
in limited areas, have fallen in south- 
eastern Texas, western Arkansas, south- 
eastern Kansas, southeastern Nebraska, 
over the greater portion of the Dakotas 
and Minnesota, in northwestern Iowa, 
central and northeastern Missouri, cen- 
tral and southern Illinois, central In- 
diana, southern Michigan and central and 
southeastern Ohio. The only stations re- 
porting amounts exceeding two-enths of 
an inch in the forty-eight hours ending 
at 8 a. m., the 17th, are: 

“Beeville, Tex., .94; Brenham, Tex., .46: 
Beaumont, Tex., .84; Russellville, Ark., 
Texarkana, AY®.; 1.26; Ann Arbor, 
Mich., .42; Flint, Mich., .20; Peoria, Il., 
-58; Rantoul, Ill.; .20; Streator, Ill, .44: 
Cambridge City and Farmland, Ind., .36: 
Jefferson City, Mo., .40; Hillsboro, Tll., .56; 
Mount Vernon, IIl., .22; Toronto, Kans., 
1.16; Owensboro, Ky., .24: Grand Meadow, 
Minn., .34; New Ulm, Minn., .22; Mitchell, 
S. D., 1.08; Storm Lake, Iowa. .20: Still- 
water, Okla., .20; Muskogee, I. T., .24. 

“The temperatures continue excessive- 
ly high over the lower Missouri, Missis- 
sippi and lower Ohio valleys, and from 
Texas northward over Oklahoma. Kan- 
sas and Nebraska. The medium ‘ther- 
mometric readings of the 16th were) 
however, somewhat lower than those of 
the 15th in Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, 
southern Nebraska and centra] Missouri, 
while there were higher in the central 
Mississippi and lower Ohio valleys. 

“In addition to the precipitation at Rus- 
sellsvilla and Texarkana, there were 
slight rains at Malvern, Pine Bluff ana 
Helena, but at each of the two last nam- 
ed places there was only a trace of rain, 
and at Malvern only a tenth of an inch. 
Stillwater, Okla.. and Muskogee, L T., 
are the only two points in those terri- 
tories, and of these, six report no rain 
at all. The most extended area of rain- 
fall was in Arkansas, extending south- 
westward from Topeka to Wichita.”’

Chief of Police Has New Dog Law 
Read to Police—What Law 
Now Is. 

Chief Ball had the ordinance prohibiting 
owners from allowing vicious dogs to run 
at large read to the members of the police 
force yesterday. 

The new ordinance is not known to 
many citizens. It was passed last March 


and as it now stands the owners of 
vicious dogs do not have to be notified, 
as was formerly the case. 

Under the old law, & person owning a 
vicious dog had to receive notice from 
some one that the animal was vicious be- 
fore a fine. could be imposed, but no such 
notice is now required.

CENEROUS RAINS {DETECTIVE BARRETT QUITS 


Handed in His Resignaticn to Chief 
Yesterday Morning. 


IT TOOK EFFECT AT ONCE 


Says Resignation Had No Connection 
with Action of the Board—Ball 
Has Made No Appointment. 


City Detective Thomas A. Barrett 
handed the chief of police his resignation 
yesterday morning to take effect at once. 

He gave no reason for taking the step 
and emphatically denies that it had any 
connection with the. action of the police 
board at its last meeting when he was 
required to make two payments on a debt 
he owed. 

From the chief’s office comes the state- 
ment that Detective Barrett had been re- 
quired to pay $12.50 at each pay day, or 
$25 out of one month’s salary on a note 
which Detective John Harris had in- 
dorsed for him. 

The ex-detective declares most emphat- 
ically that the action of the board had 
nothing to do with his resigning. He has 
all along said he would most surely pay 
the amount of the note. 

Barrett has long,been connected with 
the city detective department. Once be- 
fore he resigned and started a private 
detective bureau. At the last general 
election he was again made a detective. 
He has always been regarded as an ex- 
ceptionally good and efficient officer and 
has done valuable work for the city. 


What Barrett Says About It. 


He says he had reasons for resigning 
which he will give at the proper time. 

““‘My resignation,’’ he said to a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution last night, 
“had nothing whatever to do with any 
action of the police board. I am ready 
and willing to pay any debt against me 
and the note referred to will be taken up 
in due time. I cannot understand why it 
was ever though I resigned because of 
the action taken by the police board. If 
my motive had been such, doesn’t it 
Stand to reason that I would have re- 
signed a week or ten days ago? I am 
sorry that such a misunderstanding 
should have arisen. I had reasons for 
leaving the detective force, which I will 
give out when the time arrives for me to 
do so.’’ 

Chief Ball has not made any appoint- 
ment to fill the vacancy in the detective 
department. He has detailed Patrolman 
Fogg to do some special work and he 
will act in Barrett's place until an ap- 
pointment is made.

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A Word to the Aldermen. 

The aldermanic board acts this af- 
ternoon upon the Boulevard extension 
and the Peters street franchises of the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company. 

The Constitution has no other inter- 
est in this matter than that of every 
good citizen who wishes to promote 
competition in all puolic utilities. We 
have the same interest in competition 
in electric street railways that we have 
manifested in behalf of electric light- 
ing competition. The latter is assured 
and the former will be promoted by 
granting the franchises now pending 
in the aldermanic voard. 

One word to the members of the al- 
dermanic board in this connection: If 
the franchises are to be killed, let 
them be killed outright and not by 
3 1-3 cent indirection. The insertion 
of the 3 1-3 cent clause in the Boule- 
vard franchise was unjust, unreason- 
able and pernicious and will not be 
tolerated by public opinion. No mem- 
ber of the aldermanic board can de- 
fend such a vote. No member of the 
aldermanic board or of.the city coun- 
cil can afford to discriminate against 
any one public utility corporation in 
behalf of another. It is against such 
discrimination that The Constitution 
has so earnestly protested for these 
many months, and the fact that com- 
peting companies have changed posi- 
tions in no wise alters The Constitu- 
tion’s determination to contend at ev- 
ery point for the broadest scope of 
competition. , 

The proposed 3 1-3 cent clause kills 
competition and it can have no other 
effect, whether intended or not. No 
company would be willing to make a 
large investment in a line of business 
burdened with excessive conditions 
from which its competitor is relieved. 
Let it be understood, therefore, that 
any vote cast in favor of differentiat- 
ing two companies which should stand 
on the same plane is a vote to kill 
competition. 

The Pierce resolution presents an 
easy solution of the whole problem. 
Let the principle of that resolution be 
applied alike to all public utility cor- 
porations, grant franchises for the use 
of streets reaching all unoccupied ter- 
ritory, and then have all companies 
enjoying the use of such streets be re- 
quired to pay adequate compensation 
for the valuable privrieges thus grant- 
ed them by the city. Let this apply 
to old and new companies using the 
streets above, below or on the surface, 
and when this is done the threat to in- 
crease the city tax rate will forever 
disappear. 
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The Georgia School of Technology. 

In the new edition of the catalogue 
of the Georgia School of Technology, 
now published quarterly, it is noticed 
that engineering chemistry has been 
added to the already existing depart- 
ments. This innovation is one step 
forward for the department of chemis- 
try as already catalogued. 

The course will embrace organic 
chemistry, laboratory chemistry, indus- 
trial chemistry, oil tests, gas analysis, 
physical chemistry, fertilizer analysis 
and fron and steel analysis. 

A great deal has been said lately 
about the technical. training which 
Georgia is giving to her young men. 
Our school of technology keeps 
abreast on all subjects which seem to 
agitate the educational and business 
world. Nothing but excellence has 
been published as to the school’s meth- 
ods: and results of training. 

Perhaps the most practical exhibi- 
tion of the catalogue is its statement 
as to what the graduates are doing. 
Mr. George G. Crawiord, of the class 
1890, is manager of the Nationa] Tube 
Company at McKeesport, and the dis- 
patches have recently told of his de- 
partment’s good fortune in compro- 
mising with the six thousand work- 
men under his control. On the list 
of graduates there can be found no 
idjers. Since the school’s first cata- 
logue the graduating [fst has shown 
that all men were employed. This is 
a antee that the young man whose 
ability and determination gives him a 
diploma from this institution has his 
future provided for. 

While some of the men begin at the 
bottom, their superior technical abil- 
ity forces them to the front within 
an exceedingly short time. 

The list of professors, instructors 
and students foots up: Professors and 
. ipatructors, 34; students, 463, Since; 
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‘the beginning of the fall session in 
1900, $35,750 in cash and $9,886 in ma- 
chinery and equipment have been do- 
nated. No other southern institution 
has a year’s recoiu equal to this. 
Great improvements have been made 
in the A. French Textile school, which, 
so far as the mannfacture of cotton 

is concerned, stands without a 
rival in America. The young men 
who are leaving this department are 
obtaining positions of importance and 
profit and assisting in no small way 
in the advancement of the manufactur- 
ing interest of the south. No ufusual 
ability is required, and the authorities 
all agree in the stutrement that any 
young man of ordinary ability is able, 
by proper effort, to finish his course 
and get his diploma, but no young 
man of extraordinary ability is able 
to secure a diploma without the prop- 
er amount of work and application. 

The fall session begins on the 25th 
of September, and students are ex- 
pected to matriculate from all the 
southern states. When we consider 
that the advantages offered here may 
be had at a cost of avout $175 per an- 
num, while the same advantages can- 
not be secured at tne north for less 
than $500 per annum, it is evident that 
the Georgia School of Technology is 
proving a great blessing to the young 
men in Georgia. _ : 

The Whice Slave. 

There can be no pleasure in reading 
of hf man poverty anywhere, nor of 
the “inhumanity of man to man,” but 
there are times when a valuable lesson 
may be read indicating a duty hitherto 
neglected. 

The world at large has been treated 
to discourses upon the sad effects of 
slavery in the south. Even forty years 
after the institution has been abolished 
and after the late masters have con- 
tributed over $100,000,000 to the educa- 
tion and uplifting of these people, the 
negro is still a subject of maudlin sym- 
pathy in the cities of the east, where 
millions of money are subscribed and 
where pathos is the urder of the day 
whenever the colored man is spoken 
of. It is a little surprising, therefore, 
to read of slavery among the elect. 
While the maiden lady of New Eng- 
land is so anxious to make donations 
for supposed negro distress, she is in- 
different to the sufferings of the white 
slaves by whom she 1s surrounded. 

This subject was taken up for a re- 
cent discourse by Rey. William Winter 
Mix in New York city. “I am request- 
ed to speak today,” said he, “on the 
slaves of Jersey City.’” And he went 
on to declare that he was assured that 
“there are two hundred slaves in Jer- 
sey City today, men and women, who 
are made to feel the grip of compul- 
sory labor on days that law and usage 
elsewhere says that men shall rest. We 
have reached a condition in the indus- 
trial world,” the preacher continued, 
‘when a man’s word is law, backed 
up, not by the lash, as in southern 
slavery days, but by gaunt necessity 
which haunts the toflers hourly. In 
this condition of things the worst form 
of slavery may exist in a free land 
simply because the boss or the head of 
the firm cares not for the rights or 
welfare of those he employs.” Af- 
ter describing the pitiful conditions 
of the laboring man in the north, the 
speaker exclaimed: 

Slaves! I know 


of no greater slaves 
than these people. Surely they do none 
of these things by their own consent. The 
lash of necessity applied by the word of 
mercantile taskmasters is the author of 
it. I am glad there is one man over there 
who dars to enter a protest against this 
inhuman treatment. The animals that do 
drudgery have an easy time of it in com- 
parison. 

There are a great many of these stores 
on the principal streets of New Jersey— 
and probably New York is not free from 
them—owned and operated by all kinds 
and nationalities (among them men who 
profess Christianity) that are kept open 
on Sundays, which necessitates the art- 
tendance of the employees. These people 
are worked very hard while on duty, as 
any visitor may observe. 

Notwithstanding this sad picture of 
human misery, the sympathetic will 
pass by the unfortunates seated upon 
their own thresholds and waste their 
tears upon those at a distance who 
stand in little need of them. 


Good Work for South Carolina. 


The issuance of an industrial art 
edition of The State, of Columbia, will 
be of great benefit to the state of 
South Carolina. 

In the getting up of this edition Mr. 
Gonzales has avoided the mistake of 
crowding it down with dry statistics 
and has made it instead bright and 
cheery, giving facts and figures wher- 
ever necessary and a touch of art to 
make it more presentable. The in- 
creased prosperity and expanding busi- 
ness life in all great lines now devel- 
oping in South Carolina is shown in 
such a way as to attract marked atten- 
tion. Facts which it would be difficult 
for inquirers to obtain are here made 
readily presentable, so that this issue 
of The State must take its place as 
one of the permanent industrial rec- 
ords for future comparison, 

It is through such work as this that 
the newspapers of the south can best 
fill their field. It has been a great mis- 
fortune that southern newspapers have 
regarded politics as their sole: mission, 
and were never so happy as when 
throwing chunks of political argument 
at each other. The State has shown 
the way to a more profitable discus- 
sion by which our business interests 
may be largely increased and through 
which money will flow into the pock- 
ets of our people. 

The State and its brilliant manage- 
ment is to be congratulated. 
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Is the Sun Right? 

The late Pierre Lorillard left behind 
him a will, in which he made full and 
sufficient provision for every member 
of his family. Notwithstanding this 
admitted fact, the members of the 
family are about to throw it into con- 
test for’a reason wnaich will appeal 
differently to different people. 

The late Mr. Lorillard inherited 
money and made more. He married 
a wife and admired other women. This 
admiration led him into separation 
from his wife, and when the deathbed 
scene arrived the wife was kept from 
the presence of her husband by that 
of the convenient “friend.” In the 
will certain property is bequeathed to 
this “‘friend,’’ and the family naturally 
objects to such recognition. 

In discussing this matter The New 
York Sun takes occasion to differ with 
the members of the family. Repeating 
the admitted fact that full provision 
had been made for those interested, 
and that the donation to the female 
“friend” was insignificant in amount, 
The Sun places itself upon the pilat- 
form that the relatives should not “at- 
tempt to destroy the fabric of the will 
merely because of the aevise to a blood 
stranger of one specific piece of prop- 
erty, amounting in value to probably 
not more than one-fortieth part of the 
estate, How idle itj would be to con- 


Mr. Lorillard “was a man of singular 
strength and vigor of intellect, unim- 
paired even to the i:ast, and he was 
always incapable of being influenced 
against his own free will by the mind 
or agency of another,” The Sun holds 
that his wish should be respected. 

Is The Sun right in this contention? 
Is there not embraced in this quarrel 
a third party deserving of some con- 
sideration? Are the rights of society 
to be ignored? The very strength 
of Mr. Lorillard’s mind which The Sun 
relies upon as a reason for the conserv- 
ing of his will is but proof of his de- 
liberate intention to set at defiance 
that public decency of’a Christian peo- 
-ple who must feel indignant that a 
man, because of wealth, should pre- 
sume to fly in the face of every prece- 
dent. The situation is a difficult one 
for the surviving members of the Loril- 
lard family. They might court ease 
and quiet by accepting the situation, 
but do they not owe something to pub- 
lic decency, as well as to family 
pride? If the Mormon, Roberts, not- 
withstanding his undoubted election to 
congress, was rightfully kept out of 
his seat in response to the demands of 
family sanctity, do not the same rea- 
sons hold good in relation to the will 
under question? Humanity is weak, 
and as long as men live there will be 
yiolations of the cage but under no 
circumstances shoul such violations 
be condoned by either the law or pub- 
lic opinion. Hence we must come to 
the conclusion that The Sun is wrong, 
and that the Lorillard family is right 
in seeking to give a black eye {o cer- 
tain forms of rewarding wrongdoers.

Be- 
lieving that the war between the states 
was urged for the freedom of the col- 
ored man, and that the sole duty of 
statesmanship is to make his brother- 
hood secure, the people of the western 
reserve have never lost the faith nor 
faltered in the way except now and 
then, when chase was given to an un- 
fortunate negro who might invade the 
domesticity of such a center as Akron, 

It is no wonder that these people, in 
preparing to receive the Grand Army, 
should have resolved that on this occa- 
sion fraternity should be the watch- 
word. And yet the strange inconsis- 
tency, if rumor be true, is presented of 
separate committees for black and 
white. The white members of the 
Grand Army are to be taken up to 
Euclid avenue, where wine and cake 
may make glad their hearts, but the 
colored members of the Grand Army 
are to be turned over to the slender 
hospitality of the negro section, with 
none but colored committeemen to re- 
ceive them. 

We ust confess to a feeling. of 
Sympathy with the colored Grand 
Army man who has veen led to believe 
that all that was serene and brotherly 
existed in the handsome town of Cleve- 
land. To discover at this late day 
that all the sympathy of this people 
was but sounding brass, and that there 
a negro ranks simply as a coon is 
enough to make a black heart sad. 
Why should the negro veteran be dis- 
criminated against because of his col- 
or? Why should he not be invited to 
all the feasts prepared for the men 
who had fought and wied for the flag? 
What has become of the lectures of 
the past few years in behalf of brother- 
hood? 

Surely if such an ideal neighborhood 
as Cleveland fails in its duty we may 
have doubt of the future.

English Field Marshals. 

Viscount Walseley, late commander in 
chief of the British army, has just en- 
tered upon his sixty-ninth year. He is 
eight months the junior of his successor, 
Farl Roberts. But Wolseley began his 
military career some time in advance of 
Earl Roberts and before he took part in 
the Indian mutiny, in which ‘Bobs’ won 
his spursy had served in the Burmese 
war and the Crimea. On the other hand, 
he, who at that time was Known as 
‘Britain's only general,’’ sheathed his 
sword after the Egyptian campaign of 
1884-85, while Lor Roberts nas been 
through two campaigns since then. Where 
they touch most nearly is that both are 
authors of repute, and that neither has a 
son to succeed him in the peerage, the 
special remainder being made in each 
case through the female line. 

Lord Wolseley now stands forth among 
the field marshals on the active list. Lit- 
tle more than a year ago he was sixth, 
but since then the king, who as prince of 
Wales appeared on the active list, has 
“retired” and Sir Donald Stewart has 
died. The duke of Cambridge is, of course, 
still —s first, and Sir J. L. A. Simmons 
and Sir F. P. Haines, who were gazetted 
on the same day in 18%, come next. Lord 
Wolseley did not attain the highest army 
rank until 1894, and Lord Roberts fol- 
lowed him just a year later. The last on 
the list of field marshals, who number 
eight, as they have been for some years 
past, is the German emperor, whose com- 
mission dates January 27th last.

gentle, unostentatious life had been 
was the funeral of Professor Joseph Le 
Conte at Berkeley this afternoon. There 
were no eulogies and no funeral sermon, 
and not even the pomp of an extended 
funeral cortege was invoked as a mark of 
honor to the memory of the beloved 
teacher. 

Hundreds of well known men and wo- 
men who had been associated with the 
distinguished scientist or who had sat 
in the lecture room and imbibed inspira- 
tion from the, poetry and enthusiasm and 
wisdom of Professor ‘Joe’ gathered in 
Hearst hall, listened reverentially to a 
shortened Episcopal service for the dead 
and took a last affectionate look at the 
gentle face in the casket. Many of them 
followed the body to Mountain View 
cemetery, where it was placed in the 
family vault to await possible removal 
and burial beneath the oaks of the Berke- 
ley campus or within the shadow of the 
towering walls of his beloved Yosemite. 

The scholastic dignity of the ceremony 
was in perfect harmony with its touching 
simplicity. Clergymen in vestments, gray- 
haired professors and fresher faced 
youthful instructors in faculty robes and 
mortar-boards, regents, alumni and 
under-graduates in collegiate cap and 
gown marched in procession from the res- 
idence to Hearst hall, and again, after 
the service, led the way from the hall 
and along the shady avenues of the col- 
lege town. 

No outbursts of sorrow disturbed the 
serenity that nature gave the day. Keen 
regret for the parting and sorrow that 
no more would the great teacher’s kindly 
Smile, be seen or his cheery voice be heard 
filled every heart. But grief that shakes 
the body with sobs or that dries up the 
tears that would give relief was notice- 
ably absent. Death had come in its least 
repulsive form and had left those who 
loved the venerable man composed in 
their sorrow and reconciled to their loss. 


Service for Family at House. 


A service at which only members of the 
family were present was held at the resi- 


dence, 2737 Bancroft way, at 2 o'clock. It 
was conducted by Bishop William F. 
Nichols and the Rev. G. E. Swan, rector 
of St. Mark’s Episcopal! church, of Berke- 
ley. 

At the close of this service the proces- 
sion formed and led the way to Hearst 
hall. It was headed by Professor String- 
ham and Professor Slate, two of the 
deans of the faculty, and the members of 
the faculty followed, wearing .their robes 
and mortar-boards. President Wheeler 
walked in’ their midst and the regents 
followed. After the regents came a large 
number of alumni, many prominent men 
being in the ranks, and a delegation of 
undergraduates—men and women, both in 
cap and gown—completed the collegiate 
portion of the procession. The Rev. Mr. 
Swan preceded Bishop Nichols, who was 
followed by the hearse. 

The pallbearers were as follows: Wil- 
liam R. Davis and Charles Wheeler for 
the alumni; Charles W, Slack and J. B. 
Reinstein for the regents; Professors A. 
C. Lawson and W. E. Ritter, of Professor 
LeConte’s department: Professor Martin 
Kellogg, E. W. Hilgard, George Davidson 
and Frederick C. Hesse for the faculty; 
Charles E. Fryer and John M. Eshleman 
for the student body. 

Carriages followed the hearse. The pro- 
cession moved slowly along Bancroft way 
to Hearst hall, which was crowded with 
alumni and students and townspeople.

The Rev. Mr. Swan led the procession 
up the center aisle of the hall. Bishop 
Nichols preceded the casket, reading from 
the Episcopal service for the dead.

“At the beginning of the academic sem- 
ester a memorial service will be held in 
honor of our colleague who has passed 
from our view.” 

He stated then that all who desired 
could come forward and look upon the 
face of Professor Le Conte for the last 
time. 

The procession left the hall in the order 
of the entrance and moved out to Ban- 
croft way and College avenue and along 
that ‘thoroughfare to Dwight way, where 
it disbanded. The pallbearers and @ num- 
ber of the faculty members and alumni 
members took carriages and accompanied 
the body to the Mountain View cemetery, 
At the vault the usual Episcopal service 
was read by Bishop Nichols. 

Joseph N. LeConte was not present at 
the funeral of his father, as it was impos- 
sible to get news of the death to him in 
the Sierras. Miss Carrie LeConte was 
prevented by Illness from attending the 
service in Hearst hall.

A promirent Barnesville man, and 
former official of that city, who was here 
yesterday, ds responsible for the state- 
ment that the people of his town are 
mcre dissatisfied with the dispensary as 
it is now being operated than at any time 
in the history of the troublesome institu- 
tion. 

When the last general assembly parsed 
a bill taking this dispensary out of poll- 
tics, and placing its control. and opera- 
tion in the hands of three citizens con- 
nected in no way with the city govern- 
ment,.it was believed a solution of the 
dispensary’s operation had been reached. 
According to this Barnesville man, how- 


ever, the new bill served only to further 
tangle and complicate matters. 


“The way the old. dispensary was run.”’ 
he said, “the city not only madé a profit 
on the dispensary, but there was not as 
much drunkenness %s there is under the 
new method.’’ This stetement may be 
explaified Sy the fact that the new bill 


allows liguora to be sald to anybody, not 


a minor, {n quantities of nqt less than a 
rint nor more than a quart per day: but 
the bill stipulates that not more than 2% 
per cent profit on original cost may be 
mzede on the liquors sold at the dispen- 
sary. 

‘The people of our city,” the Barnes- 
ville man continued, “‘are growing more 
dissatisfied every day with the way the 
dispensary is being run. They do not 
like the idea of putting down the price of 
lictor so that more of it may be had for 
less money than in former times. It in- 
creases the amount of drunkenness in 
Barnesville, and, even then, deprives the 
city of a former source of revenue. 

“Only last Sunday the Rev. C. W. Dur- 
Gen, pastor of the Baptist church in our 
city, preached a sermon on ‘The Sins of 
Pernesville.’ At this time he took oc- 
cecion to remark that the dispensary was 
formerly run to make money, but that it 
is :ow being run to make drunks.” 

‘Is there no remedy for the evil?” he 
was asked. 

“There is none at present,’’ he replied. 
“The people must put up with it as it is 
until the next general recat. A 
strong effort will then be brought to 
bear to have the law changed and im- 
proved in certain respects.”

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Commends the Pierce Resolution. 


Fdjtor Constitution: Referring to your edle 
torial and the interviews published this morn- 
ing on the resolution of Alderman Pierce, I 
beg to state briefly my views in regard to it. 

For street railway and other public utility 
properties I greatly prefer an occupation, 
franchise, or gross receipt tax—one or all— 
which shall be fair and just to the city and 
corporations, rather than restrictions and con- 
ditions which will prevent extensions and 
physical conneetions and prevent the public 
accommodation which would be afforded ty 
such extensions, and connections. There can 
be no doubt of the legislative power of the 
state to provide for taxation of franchises, 
In some instances it has been held that this 
power exists at common law, independently of 
statute, but the better and safer course 
would be to procure specific legislative author- 
ity. Take the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company with its extensive system and lines 
already in operation; would it be supposed 
that in order to make physical connections 
at a few points only, it would bring all its 
property and system subject to tax on gross 
receipts fixed by the ordinance of 1899? That 
provision of the ordinance is, therefore, 
against the public interest. Or to take the 
case still more in point, would ft be sup- 
posed that the Rapid Transit Company, having 
lines through the second, third, fourth, fifth 
and sixth wards, would, in order to get the 
Peters street Iine through the first and sev- 
enth wards, agree to subject all of its sys- 
tem and lines to 3 1{-3 cents for a single 
fare. whereas by al) previous grants to it & 
eents for a single fare is allowed? To ask 
the question carries the answer. Of course 
it would not. To insist on it would defeat 
this line and deny to the people and property 
interests of two wards the benefit of any 
connection with this system which has trunk 
lines in every other ward. The same result 
would follow a restriction of this grant to @ 
term shorter than for the other lines, and in 
fact any prohibitive condition would infifct 
on the people and interests of the first and 
seventh wards injury, inconvenience and dls- 
crimination. and the condition of injury is not 
mitigated by the fact that such action might 
be well meant. After the Transit company 
has its system largely in operation, having 
a line through the fifth ward to the river; 
another throuch the sixth and fourth wards 
to Decatur: another through the sixth ward 
along Ivy, Peachtree and Juniper; another 
through the second ward to Lakewood; ane 
other through the second and third wards to 
Grant park, on grants deemed satisfactory 
so recently, as to both length of term and 
fares, is it not rather late and unreasonable 
now to say that two wards shall be deprived 
of access to its system because of new ang 
different restrictions and conditions, not ape 
plicable to any of its other lines? It Is no 
longer a question of whether the lines of the 
Transit company should have been construt- 
ed as they are, or whether condemnations of 
track should have been allowed as they were, 
but the fact exists that that company now 
has a system with at least five main or trunk 
lines, It Is, therefore, no light or indifferen® 
matter to withhold by prohibitive conditions 
the access to and benefits of this system from 
the people of two wards. Favoring that which 
is just to the public, I would not favor if 
the proposed occupation, franchise, or gross 
receipt tax, anything which would be unfaig 
or oppressive. We must avoid going from 
one extreme to another, If the city has been 
too liberal in previous grants or policy, it 
should not now go to the other extreme and 
make unreasonable exactions. A firm and fais 
course of treatment will produce the best ree 
sults in the end and do justice to the city 
and to capital invested here,

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The Factories Owned by Home People 


A recent paper on furniture manue 
facturing in the south by Mr. E. M. Arme 
strong, of High Point, N. C., furnishes 
the following interesting information: 

“Permit me to give a few facts in ree 
gard to the manufacture of furniture In 
High Point, N. C., as I am more familiar 
with the factories of that place, and as it 
is a representative southern manyfactur~ 
ing town. The first factory there, th@ 
High Point Furniture Company, began 
work in 1889. They first made cheap 
chamber suits. Now there are 33 factow 
ries, one for every 150 people. Thomase 
ville, seven miles from High Point, has 
12, which manufacture every article of 
furniture which man needs from the time 
he lies in his cradle until he sleeps at 
last in his coffin within hfs windowless 
palace. It would be tedious to mentior 
the name of the different factories and 
their managers and the various articles 
of furniture manufactured, which @relude 
everything that is needed for use and 
ornament in a modern dwe!ling, business 
house or office. These goods are shipped 
to every state of the union and to some 
foreign countries. 

“The factories have been uniformly 
and remarkably successful. Regular dive 
idends ranging from 10 to 2% per cent per 
annum have been pald in nearly all cases, 
Stock sells at a good premium without 
exception. Not $10.0 worth of stock is 
owned out of town and none outside of 
the state. Many stockholders are young 
men and boys now at work at the 
benches. All labor employed is white 
with the exception of a few negroes who 
drive drays and handle lumber about 
the yards. An air of thrift, cleanliness 
and prosperity pervades the entire town: 
There is nothing about the work that 
is degrading mentally, morally or phvs- 
ically. It is no uncommon thing for the 
sons of the richest men in the town to 
begin by turning a lathe Dy the side of 
men who support their families on $1 a 
day or less. The furniture factory has 
made High Point what it is today, 
already it is widely known asa furniture 
man Boe: :

him that he was right, and should allow 
the matter to go to council, under the 
terms of the ordMance adopted at the last 
m ceting. 

Mr. Pittman heard that there was to be 
@ special meeting of council today for 
the purpose of acting on the matter of 
raving on the Whitehall street viaduct, 
end he was desirous of putting the ques- 
tion before co.ncil at that time. It ap- 
rears, however, that this cannot be done, 
because today’s meeting is called for one 
specific purpose, and the call is worded 
in such a way that it does not permit of 
ahy other business being considerad. The 
chances are, therefore, that the matter 
will have to go over to the next regular 
meeting of council. 

What Mr. Pittman Says. 

*T have never had any dealings in this 

metter, either with: Dr. Monnish or his 


wife,”’ said Building Inspector Pittman 
yesterday, when asked about the matter. 

“The permit was issued upon the appll- 
cation of Peter F. Smith, an attorney, 
who may represent them, but of that I 
Was not made aware. He came here and 
asked fcr a permit to build a twelve. 
rocm brick residence at Peachtree stret 
and Forrest avenue, to cost about $6,000. 
The permit was issued by mistake, and I 
revoked it until I could inspect the plans 
and determine whether it wes to be such 
a building as should be passed upon by 
council under the ordinance passed on 
Monday.

Eleven Councilmen Request Board of 
Aldermen To Rescind-Their Ac- 
tion on Welch Amendment.

The two questions of most importance 
and interest to come before the alderman- 
ic board at its regular meeting this af- 
ternoon relate to the franchises applied 
for by the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, one on the Boulevard and the other 
on Peters street. 

At the last regular meeting of the al- 
dermanic board when the Boulevard fran- 
chise was passed with the Welch amend- 
ment requiring the Transit company to 
give three fares for 10 cents, the tie vote 
on this amendment being broken by the 
mayor, Alderman LaHatte gave notice of 
a motion to reconsider, and that motion 
will be made as soon as the matter is 
taken up. 

Since that action of the aldermanic 
board certain citizens of the fourth ward 
who have taken an active interest in 
the matter, have been at work with a 
view, if possible, to inducing the board to 
rescind its action on the Welch amend- 
ment, and to pass the ordinance as it was 
passed by council, and as it was report- 
ed from the committee on electric and 
other rallroads, 

With a view to this end they have se- 
cured the signatures of eleven out of 
fourteen councilmen to a petition directed 
to the aldermanic board asking that body 
to rescind the 81-8 cent fare amendment 
offered by Alderman Welch. This peti- 
tion will be presented to the aldermanic 
board this afternoon as soon as the ques- 
tion of the Boulevard franchise is taken 
up. 

Of course, no definite prediction as to 
the action of“the aldermanic board can 
be made, but it is said by some who 
have given the matter considerable at- 
tention that the vote in favor of recon- 
sideration and the withdrawal of the 
Welch amendment will stand 4 to 2, with 
the probability of the passage of the 
franchise ordinance by the same vote 
after the amendment has been with- 
drawn, 

Should this action be taken, as is ex- 
pecthd, it is said {t will be due in a large 
measure to the likelihood of passing 
through council an amendment to the 
general ordinance putting the 31-3 cent 
fare upon both companies, whenever, for 
any reason, it is madé to apply to either 
one of them. 

The Line to West End. 

Incidents in council when the Peters 
street franchise asked for by the Atlan- 
ta Rapid Transit Company was passed 
by a vote of 10 to 1, furnish some indi- 
cation of what may be expected when 
that matter comes before the aldermanic 
board this afternoon.

This condition, it 
is stated, is not an objectionable one to 
the company, and if no other obstacles 
are put in the way, it Is stated the line 
will be built. 

The vote in council on the Welch 31-3 
cent fare amendment Indicates that there 
will probably be a tie vote on that 
proposition in the aldermanic board, and 
that Mayor Mims may again be called in 
to decide. 

Several other matters of interest may 
come before the aldermanic board, includ- 
ing the subject of physical connections 
asked for by the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company. The board will also act 
on all the minor matters passed up by 
council.

+ NEW CATTLE DISEASE 
AND THE REMEDY FOR IT. 


THE DISEASE—Strophyloma is 
the name of the new disease which 
has attacked cattle In north Geor- 
gia. It is an affection of the eye— 
producing blindness. It is not fata) 
in its effects. 


THE REMEDY-—Isolate the case, 
and avoii the light. Use antiseptic 
washes, such as atropia, to palliate 
the inflammatory conditions of the 
eye; saturated solution of boracic 
acid, nitrate of silver, and similar 
washes. When the eye is bulged 
make an incision at the junction of 
the schlerotic and cornea, allowing 
the aqueous. humor to escape. 
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Stophyloma in its most aggravated 
form has made its appearance among the 
cattle of north Georgia, in that section 
about Lost mountain. 

The disease, which is an affection of 
the eye, is by no means fatal, but leaves 
its victims in a condition not at all de- 
Slrable. They beccme blind, 

Stophyloma makes its appearance in the 
shape of tears. The animals appear to 
be crying, while the flow of water from 
the eyes is of such character as to scald 
away the hair of Qhe cheeks. Heretofore 
the disease, it was thought, was confined 
to Texas and other western states, ard 
its appearance in Georgia is a matter of 
scme surprise to veterinary surzeons. 

DW. Henry G. Carres, of Atlanta, sev- 
eral days ago was called to the region 
nerth of Cartersville, where, it was said, 
a mysterious malady had broken out 
emong the cattle. Investigation proved 
that the disease was stophyloma. Out of 
a herd of 100 animals, forty were found to 
be suffering with the disease. 


The Eyes Bulge Out. 

After seeing the effects of the disease,. 
Dr. Carnes made a searching investigation 
of the pasture where the cattle suffering 
from stophyloma were.in the ,abit of 
feeding, but he could find nothing to indi- 
cete that the malady had been produced 
by poisonous grasses or vegetables, or 
from the water supply. 

Cattle on other farms seven or elght 
miles away were also similarly affe:ted, 
Dr. Carnes. ir order to make a mors ex- 
haustive and authoritative search, secu ed 
the head of a six-weeks-old salf which 
had been suffering with the disease for 
about seven days. This he brought to 
Atlanta and dissected at 4 o'clock yester- 
Cay afternoon 


Crawford. Both gentlemen agreed that 
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The head of a calf showing the 
pen thenew disease found among 
cattle. 
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the disease was stophyloma of a very 
eggravated character. 

The eyes of the animal affected begin to 
swell, and turn white. The pupil con- 
tracts into a small ball, and the whole 
eye has a tendency to bulge from :ts 
socket. A cow or calf suffering with the 
Gisease is at a great disadvantags, not 
being able to feed nor water itself, and in 
the majority of cases it is more merciful 
to kill them than ellow the animals to 
wender about the pastures unable to 
help themselves. 

The discovery that the dread disease 
has found its way to Georgia wil] be of 
great interest to every breeder and farm- 
er in the state. Dr. Carnes expects to 
return to the point of his investigations 
and endeavor, if possible, to stamp out 
the disease, 


Dr. Curnes’ Diagnosis. 


Speaking of the disease and its treat- 
ment, Dr. Carnes had the following to 
Bay yesterday. 

“Stophyloma, or purlent opths!ma, ts a 
disease affecting the organ of sight, local- 
izing itself on the outer structure of the 
cornea, which is composed of five dis- 
tinct layers resembling an onion in ap- 
pearance, 

“In the beginning you will observe an 
extensive flow of tears and partial clos- 
ure of the eyelids, after which a purlent 
Pus will form on the mucous membrane 
of the eye, thereby poisoning the organ, 
which manifests itself in the nature of 
an ugly uicer which eats its way through 
the outer structures to the inner by ne- 
crosis, penetrating the cornea and ante- 
rior chamber of the eye and thereby al- 
lowing the aqueous humor and crystallize 
lense to escape with a portion of the iris. 

‘The treatment is to isolate, avoid light, 
a3 it aggravates the symptoms and 
hastens the disease to blindness: use 
antiseptic washes, such as atropia, to 
pallilate the inflammatory condition of 
the eye—saturated solution of boracic 
acid—nitrate of silver and such like, re- 
membering the knife is the most essentia!

County Has Failed To Cover: 


Big Water Main, 
CITY WILL DO ThE WORK 


z 
Water Main Is Exposed and Has Set- 
tled Considerably on Chatta- 
hoochee Avenue—City Has 
Been Furnishing Water 
Free to County. 


The water board may take steps to 
ittop furnishing the county free water for 
use at the county convict camps, as has 
been the custom for the last five or six 
years. 

The matter came up at yesterday’s ses- 
Bion of the water board, and several 
members of it discussed the question and 
expressed their opinion in no uncertain 
terms. 

The trouble seems to be that for quite 
gp distance on Chattahoochee avenue the 
road has washed away so as to leave the 
large water main uncovered, and the 
main, it is said, has settled in some 
places -nearly six inches. The water 
board has called the attention of the 
county commissioners to this matter on 
several occasions and asked that the road 
be fixed and the main covered, as there 
is danger of its breaking or bursting. 

These requests from the water board, 
it is stated, have been practically ig- 
nored. The county commissioners have 
taken no action in the matter, it is 
stated, and the condition of the road and 
the water main is constantly becoming 
worse. 

“IT have always been opposed to fur- 
nishing the county free water,’’ said 
Commissioner Howell Erwin yesterday, 
“and I think it is as little as the county 
can do to keep this road in repair. 

“Here we have been furnishing the 
county water for five or six years at a 
cost of $3,000 a year, a total of at least 
$15,000, and all the county has done has 
been to build Chattahoochee avenue, and 
that seems to have been a bad job, for 
the road is now in a terrible condition. 

“The county commissioners are repair- 
ing roads in other parts of the county 
and are paving them with chert and 
other materials. Here, however, is a 
road from which they derive a valuable 
revenue, yet they will give it no atten- 
tion. If the county commissioners will 
not put it in good condition and cover 
over the water main, why we must do it 
ourselves. We are responsiple for the 
condition of that water main, and if any- 
thing happens we will be held to ac- 
count.’’ 

On motion of Mr. Erwin it was finally 
decided to leave the matter to the city 
engineer and the superintendent of the 
waterworks with power to act, and with 
the direction that the necessary repairs 
in the road be made and the water, main 
put in good condition. 

Chairman Clifford Anderson, of the 
county commissioners, will be notified of 
this action of the board. 

One of the members of the board 
wanted to make a motion right then and 
there that the city stop furnishing free 
water to the county altogether, but after 
brief discussion it was decided to post- 
pone the matter until the néxt meeting. 

tt looks, however, as if the water board 
will take steps to cut off the county’s 
supply of water unless the county com- 

missioners take some steps toward re- 
 atring the road before the city gets 
Someel d to it, which will be in short order. 

The water board decided to grant free 
water to the new Presbyterian hospital 
under the usual conditions. _

| pany to be carried on successfully. Mrs.

Ar adjourned meeting of the, finance 
and bridge committees was held at noon 
yesterday for the purpose of receiving 
the report from the sub-committee ap- 
pointed to confer with Contractor Grant 
Wilkins as to the matter of making the 
chenge.

Cal., Detroit, Mich., and St. Paul, Minn., 
and the growth of the women’s auxillaries 
has been wonderful. At the last meet- 
ing in St. Paul while the men held their 
sessions the women’s auxiliaries heki 
theirs in a hall adjoining. There were 
162 delegates, standing for as many aux- 
iliaries, and the reports read indicated 
that the work done by them was having 
its influence in bringing the men of the 
union closer together, and thereby estab- 
lishing among them the strongest bonds 
of good fellowship.” 

The Atlanta auxiilary of the order ncw 
includes fifty-six active members, with 
the following official board: Presiient, 
Mrs. C. D. Knight; vice president, Mrs. 
J. A, Edson; senior sister, Mrs. George 
Crabb; junior sister, Mrs. Charles V. 
Rainey; secretary and treasurer, Mrs. D. 
S. Waldraven, 

In view of the steps being taken in all 
parts of this state to organize division 
auxiliaries, and inquiries made relative 
to the statutes and general law govern-

ing such organization, Mrs. Rainey 


stated: 

“No woman its eligible to membership 
in our auxiliaries unless she is the wife 
of a member of the Order of Railway 
Conductors or a widow whose husband 
died a member of the same in good stand- 
ing. No woman shal) necessarily forfeit 
her membership in this order whose hus- 
band withdraws, is suspended or is ex- 
pelled from the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors.”’ 

In speaking of the necessary num- 
ber of women to organize a division, Mrs. 
Rainey explained: 

“Any ten or more persons who are eligi- 
ble to membership in the auxiliary may 
apply to the grand president for a charter 
to institute a division. A charter, six 
rituals, twenty-five copies of the consti- 
tution, division seal, electrotype emblem, 
etc., will be furnished. hd 

“The fee for charter members when 
forming new divisions is $1.50. After the 
charter has been closed the fee shall not 
be less than $2, one-half to accompany 
the petition for membership, the remain- 
der to be paid at time of initiation.”’ 

Mrs. Rainey related many incidents 
concerning the work done by the auxiliary 
here, and referred especially to the pro- 
tection given sick or deceased’ members 
in the matter of their insurance policies, 
it being the case frequently that a sick 
member may not, at all times, be able to 
meet their insurance assessments, in 
which case the members of the woman's 
auxiliary look after the matte& and make 
the payments. 

As Mrs. Rainey related the story of the 
auxiliary and its work, there stood near 
her her charming little daughter of six 
years of age, who has attended the last 
three national gatherings of the Order of 
the Railway Conductors and who is 
called by many the “mascot’’ of the 
Georgia division. She talks with uwun- 
usual interest of her trips to the con- 
vention, and says she is going to Paris 
next time. 


Working Girls’ Vacation Society. 


“Why don’t you urge upon the young 
working women of Atlanta to organize 
what is known as a Working Woman's 
Vacation Society,” was suggested to a 
reporter of The Gonstitution by a young 
working woman yesterday. 

*‘Do not mention my name in the mat- 
ter,”’ she quickly added, ‘“‘but if anybody 
does agitate such a movement, let me 
know, for I am anxious to join just such 
a society. The truth is, we working wo- 
men are not eager to join all or any ef 
the majority of societies that are sug- 
gested to us, as so few of them mean real 
rest and recreation to us. That is what 
we crave in our leisure moments, and 
oh! how we long for the little summer 
trips that we can so seldom afford.”’
